On Thureday of last week—the 19th day of No 
yember—tho NATIONAL Ozmeriny at Gettysburg, 
prepared for tho interment of the remains of the 
Feieral soldiers who feil in the battles of the 1st, 24, 
and 3d of July, was formally consecrated, in the pro- 
zenco of an inmense concourse» of people, gathered 
from ali parts of the Unton, of the President, the 
Governors of the loyal States, and many distin- 
guished representatives of tho army, navy, clergy, 
and the liberal profentions. In the following co- 
Tumas our readers will find «full necount of the cere; 
monies, and ecencs on the battle-ground and the 
‘comotery, the oration of Hon. Edward Everett, the 
address of the President, nud other documents which 
illustrate the history of the bates, Gen, Mende’s 
report wo append, oe tts subject Io intimately con- 
nected with tle natlonol interest of the conscors- 
ton. 

‘The ground for tho cemetery was bonght by the 
State of Penneslvania, and each State represented 
in the battles hao been presented with a apecial lot, 
of size proportioned to the number of its dead col 
dere, ‘Theee States aro: Now York, Pesusylvanis, 
Moesachusets, Ohio, Michigan, Meine, Indiana, 
Maryland, Coauecticut, Wirconala, Illinois, Minne 
aota, Naw Jereoy, Vermont, Rhode Telacd, New 
Hampehire, Delaware, and Virginia, The largeat lot 
in the property of New York, the next that of Penn- 
sylvania, But because the number of thealain whose 
names and regiments could not be sacertatned, 1e 
very Inrge, to Inrgo Iota have been placed for theeo 
nameclesa foldlers, upon whore monument will bo 
the elmple inseription “ Unknowns.” The Cemetery 
As aituated on the west side of the Baltimore turn 
pike,adjoiniog the Gettysburg Cemetery. It was 
here that, on the 24 and 2d of July, the battio was 
fiercest, and the invasion beaten back. In the contre 
the monument will atand, The bodies are placed tn 
rows, and at the head of esch grave tho name, com- 
pany, And reciment of the dead, will bo cut ia marble. 


PHE BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG. 
OFFICIAL REPORT OF GENERAL MEAD! 


HEADQUARTERS Anwy or THE PoToMAc, 
October 1, 1863, 

Guwenar: Thavo the honor to submit herewith 
8 report of the operstions of this army during tho 
month of July, including detaUla of the battle of 
Gettyaburg, which have been delayed by tsllure to 
Fecelvo the reports of the eoversl corps and dffision 
commanders, who were coverely wounded in battle, 
On the 25th of June T recelved orders trom the Pre 
aldeot placing me in command of the Army of the 
Potomac, The situation of afaira was bricfly 52 
follow: 

‘The Confederate army, which was commanded by 
General Robert E. Lee, was estimated at over ono 
hundred thouznnd strong. All that army had croneed 
the Potomac river and advanced up the Cumberland 
Valley. Reliable intelligence placed his advance 
thus: Ewell's corps on the Susquehanna, Harrle- 
burg, and Columbia; Longetrest’s corpa nt Oham- 
dersturg, aud Hill's ‘corps between that place and 
Cashtown. 

Tho 25th of June was apent in ascertaining tho 
Positions nnd etrength of the ditferent corps of tho 
Army, but principally in bringing up the cavalry 
Which haf beco covering tho rear of the army iu Its 
Passaze frer the Potomne, and t9 which a largo ia 
ereare hed just been wade trom the forces previously 
attached to the defences of Washington. 

Orders wero given on this day to Major General 
Frevch, commandiog at Harper's Ferry, to move 
with reven thousand men to occupy Frederick and 
the line of the Bsitimoro and Ohio Rallroad, with 
the balance of the foree, estimated at four thoxaaud, 
to remove nd ercort’ public property to. Wash: 
ington. 

Ou the 29th the army was putin motion, and on 
the evenlpg of that day it was in position,’ tho lett 
stEmmettsburg, and the right at New Windsor, 
Buford's divislun of cavalry wason the le(t flank, 
with hie/edvasce at Gettyeburg 

Kilpatrick's otvleion was in-the front at Hanover, 
where he encountered this day General Stuart's 
Confederate cavalry, which had crossed the Poto- 
mac at Seneca creek, and, passing our right tlanle, 
‘wae making Its way towsrd Oarlitle, having ereaped 
Grege’s diviosou, which was delayed In taking poele 
tion oa the right Hank, by the occupation of the 
roads by 8 colutua of tofantry. 

On the 30{h the right flack of the armg was moved 
up to Mavchester, the left still being at Emmettg 
burg, or in thst visinity, ot whteh place three corpay 
Int, Tith, and 3), were colledted under the orders of 
Major General’ Reynolds. General Buford having 
reported from Gettysburg the appesrance of the 
enemy ob the Ossbtown road in some foree, General 
Boyaolde was directed to ocoupy Gettyabutg, 

On regchivg that place on the Ist day of July, 
General Heynolds found Buford's cavalry waraily 
engaged with the enemy, who had debouched his 
infantry through the mountains on Cabtown, but 
wae being held in check in the moat gallant manner 
by Bulord’s cavalry, Major General Reynolda time 
mediately moved round the town of Gettyrbury aud 
advanced on the Oneutown road, and without smo 
Meat’a heatation deployed his’ advanced division 
and attacked the enemy, atthe same tue eonding or- 
dere for the 11th Corps, General Howard, toadvanco 
‘a5 promptly aa possible, 

_ Soon after making his dlepooitions for attack, Ma- 
jor Genernl Reynolds fell-mortally wounded, the 
‘command of tho tat Corps devolving on Major Gene 
Tal Doubleday, and the command of tho ficid on MTa- 
Jor General Howard, who arrived about this tino 
(11.20 A. ML) with the 11th Corps, thea commanded 
by Major Geaeral Seburz. Major’ General Howard 
pusbed forward two divioloos of the 11th Corps to 
mupport the Ist Corps, now warmly engaged with the 
enemy, on n ridgo to the north of the town, and 
posted his 3d division, with three battertes of srul- 
erg, on the Uemetery ridge, on the south eide of the 

nro, 

Up to this time tho battic had been with the 
forces of tho enemy debouching from the mountains 
on the Cashlown road, koown to be Hill's corps 
Jn the ensly part of the’ action the nucctss was on 
the enemy's side. Wadeworta's division of tho int 
Corps having driven the enemy back some distance, 
capturing numerous prisoners; among them, Ge 
Archer, of the Coafederate army. 

The arrival of selpforcementa to the enemy on the 
Cathtown rond, avd the Junction: of Ewell’a Corpo 
coming {a on the York nod Harrlaburg ronde, whieh 
Occurred between 1 and 2 oelocle B. ML., enabled the 
enemy to bring vastly superior forces seniuet both 
the Lat nad 11d Corpe, outflanking our line of bst- 
tle, sud prerelog It 80’ ecyercly that about 4 o'clocle 
P.M. Major Gen. ‘Howard deemed It pradoat to 
withdraw theso two corps to the Cemetery ridge, on 
the fouth side of the town, which operation Was 
successfully secompliahed ; fot, however, without 
considerable les In prisoners, ntising fiom the con- 
fusion tucident to portions of both corpa parsiug 
through the town, and the men getting confused in 
the atreets. About the time of the withUrawal, 
Mejor Gen. Hancock arrived, whom I bad de: 
apatehed to reoresent me on the feld, on hesring of 
the death of Gen, Reynol 

Tn copjuvelion with Major Gen. Howard, Gen. 
Hancock proceeded to post the troopa on Qeuictery 
Ridge, aod to repel aa attack that the enemy made 
On outright ack. This attack wae not, howover, 
Very vigorous ; the enemy scelug the strength of the 
Position occupled, weemed to be satiated with the 
auccess bo bad acvompliched, desisting {rom any (ur 
thor altack thio day, 

About 7 o'slock 'P. M, Major Gens. Slocum and 
Sickles, with the 12th Corps, and n part ot the 3d, 
Teaohed the ground, and took post on the right aud 
left of tho troops previously posted. Being eatietied, 
from reports recelved from the field, that it was. the 
Intention of the eaemy to aupoort with hie whole 
Army the attack already made, and reporia from 
Mojor General Hancock and Howard on the charac. 
ter of the position being favorable, I determined to 
give battle at thia point, and early in the cveutnr 
first Inrued orders to all corps to concentrate nt Got 
tysburg, dircotiog all traue to bo scnt to the rear at 
Weotailoater, tit P. ML 1st, 

I broke up iny headquarters, whtob till then. bad 
deen at Tanestowa, and proceoded to the eld, ar 
riving there at LA. MI, of the 20, So moon aa it Was 
Ught I preceded ‘to Iorpeot the position oceupled, 
and to make arrangements for posting soveral corps 

they thonld reach the ground, 

By 7A. M, the 24 apd 6th Corps, with the reat of 
the 31, had reaebed the ground, and were pusted aa 
followe: Tho Mth Corps retniacd its pouition on 
Cemetery Ridge, just opposite to the town j the Let 
Corpa was posted on the right; the 1th oo. an ele 
vated Kroll connecting with Ihe ridge and extecding | 
tothe routh sud east, on which the 12th Corps waa 
Places, the right of the 12th Corps resting on 8 emall 
stream at a point where {t crossed tha Baluimore 
pike, and which formed on theright flank of the 12th 
something of au obstacle, 

Cemetery Ridge extended tn n westerly and routh- 
erly direction, gradually dimintsbing in elevation 
2I1it cameto A Very prominent ridz6 ealled © Rourd 
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wero directed to oocuipy tho continuation of Ceme- 
tery Ridge on the left of tho 11th Corps and oth 
Corpa, pending thelr arrival the 6:h Corps was held 
in rorerve, While there dispoaltions were belog 
made tho enemy Wat wasting bls troops on an ex- 
torlor ridge, distant from the Ine occupled by us 
from ainile ton mile and a halt. 

‘At2P, M. the &ib Corps arrived, after a march of 
thirty-twa miles, which was accomplished {rom 9 
P.M. of the day provious. On ite arrival belng re- 
ported I hinmediatoly direoted the 6th Corpa to move 
over to our extreme left, and the 6th to occupy its 
place ag n reserve for tho rich 

About 4 P. M., Erode out to the extremo left to 
aveait tho arrival’ of the 6th Corpa nnd post it, when 
T found that Major General Sickles, commanding 
tho zd Corps, not fly apprebendng miy inatructions 
in regard to the position to be ocoupled, bad. ad 
Vaniced, or rathor Wan ia the net of advanclag, hie 
corps some half milo or three quartera of a milo in 
tho frout of the line of the 2d Corps on a prolon- 
gation on which it wan designed hia corps should 
Tea! 

Having found Major General Sickels, I was ex- 
plaluing to him that ho wae too far in the advance, 
and discussing with him thé propriety of withdraw: 
Sng, when the coemy opaned upon him with aovernl 
batterica in hie front snd fiaolr, sud- Immediately 
brought forward columnu of infantry, nnd made An 
vigorous aeault, The 3d Corpa euetained the shook 
most heroleally, Troops from tho 2d Corpa were tm- 
tmodistely ecnt by Mejor General Hancock to cover 
the right flak of tho 3d Corps, and coon after the 
agenult commenced, 

Tho Sth Corpe, most fortunately, arrived and took 
‘a position on the left of the 30, Major General 
Sykes, commanding, immediately sending a force to 
occipy Round Top)” Kido, where 4 most furious 
contest was maintained, the enemy making deape- 
rato but unmicceastul efforts to secure Lt. Notwith- 
standing the stubborn resistance of the 3d Corpr, 
under Major General Birucy (Mejor General Sickles 
having been wounded early in the sction), supe 
rlority in pumbern of corps of the enemy enabling 
him to outilank its advanced position, General Bix 
ney was-counaclled to fall back and'reform bebiod 
tho lino originally desired to bo held. 

Ta the imean\ime, pereelving tho reat exertions 
of the enemy, the sth Oorpa Major Geueral Sedg~ 
Wick, and part of the Ist Corps, to which T bad 
auslybed Major Geooral Newton, particularly Look- 
Wooi's Maryland Brigade, together with detach- 
menta from the 24 Corpg, were all brougnt up at 
Ulfferent periods, and euceceded, together with a gal 
Inat resistance of the Sth Corps, in checking, aud, 
ffunils, repuluing the arsault of the enemy, who re- 
tired in confurlon and disonlor about ounset, and 
consed any (urther efforts on our extreme left, 

‘hn atsnult was, howover, inade about olght P.M, 
on the 1th Corpe, feom the left of tho town, which 
Was repelled with tho assistance of troops from the 
Qdand tot Corps. Durlog the heavy naeault upon 
ourextreme left, portioua of the 12th Corps were 
sont as reinforsements, 

During their abacnce the line on the oxtreme right 
was held by n very mush redueed force. This waa 
taken advantage of by the cnemy, who, durlog the 
abseneo of Gesry'a division of the' 12th’ Corpe, ad- 
vanced nnd oocupted part of the Line. 

‘Oa the moruing of the third, Gon. Geary haying 
returned during the might, ntineked at early dawn 
the cnemy, and succecded in driving bim back aad 
reocoupying bis formet poeltion, A spirited contest 
Waa mniotained sil the moraine along thie part of 
the lice. Gen, Geary, reloforced by Wheaton's 
brigade of the Sih Corps, maintained hie position 
and inflloted very severe inace on the enomy. 

With thia exception, our lnea remained undis- 
turbed till 1 P. M., on the 34, whea tho esemy 
‘opened from over 128 guop, playiug upon our centre 
aud lef. The eapnoaade coatinued for over two 
houre, when our guns failing to mako any reply, 
the chemy ceased firing, and soon his manson 0 
infantry becamo visible, forming for aa aaenult on 
our loft and left centre. 

‘An sasnult wae made with great firmoess, directed 
principally against the polt occupied by’ tho 2a 
Corps, nnd was repelled with equal firmness by the 
troupe of that corps, sugported by Doubledsy's di- 
Vision and Staousrd’a Brigade of the int Corp 
Durlog thie arsault, both Major General Hancock, 
commanilog the left centre, and Brigadier General 
Gibson, commanding the 2od Corps, were ec 
verely wounded. z 

‘Thi terminated the battle, the, onemy retiring to 
hia lines, leaving the field etrowed with his dead and 
wounded, snd numerous preoners ta our bend 

Zuford’s Wivislon of cavalry, ater ita arduous eer 
Vico nt Gettysburg on the tirat, was on the recoud 
sent to Weatminater, to refit and guard our tralo 
Kilpatriol’s division, that on the 29th, 0th, and te 
had been successfully engaging the enemy’s cavalry, 
was, on the iid, sent on our extreme leit, on the Eas 
mettsburg road, whore good eervicalwas rendered in 
nsraulting the enemy's line, and occupylog his st- 
tention. 

‘At the enmo time, Gen, Gregg was engaged with 
the enomy on our extreme right, having passed 
ncroaa the Baltimore pike nnd Honaughtown rosde, 
od boldly attacked the enemy's left and rear, Oa 
tho morning of the sth thereconnolseancesdeveloped 
toat the enemy had drawn back his left faok, but 
maintained hin position In front of our left, appa. 
reotly staumiog a new line parallel to the moun+ 
tain. 

‘On the morning of the 5th it was necertained that 
the enemy wasn full retreat by the Fairfield aod 
Cahtown roads.s Tho 6th Corpa was immediately 
sent In pureust on the Fairteld road, and the eaval- 
Ty on the Onthtown road, aad by Emmetteburg aod 
Montery parces. The Sth aod 6th of July wore eni- 
ployed ia euccoriog the wounded and burying the 
dond. 

‘Major General Sedgwielt, commanding the 6th 
Corpa, baling pushed oh in pursuit ofthe enemy ns 
{ar.ae Falrflcld Poso in the mountains, and report 
Ing that pass 0 very strong, and one jo’ which 
small force of the enemy could hold tn check and 
dolsy considerable thie apy pureulng force, I deter- 
mined to follow the enemy by a flank movement, 
sad accordingly, leaving Molntoah’s brigade of ca: 
valey and Neil's brigade of infantry to continue 
harassing the enemy, I put the army In motion for 
Middletown, Md 

Ordera were Jmmediately cent to Major Goneral 
French, at Frederick, to reocoupy, Haspen's, Ferry, 
‘and to’ rend a foreeto cecupy Turner's Pass, in 
South Mountain, I Subsequeatly nscortatucd that 
Major General French bad not only anticipated 
there ordere, in part, but had pusbed bla cavalry 
force to Williamsport and Falling Waters, where 
they destroyed the enemy's pontoon bridge andeap- 
turedits guard. Buford wae at the oame time seat 
to Willinmsport and Hagerstown, 

The duty above asslgoea to the cavalry was most 
succeestutly accomplished, the enemy being greatly 
hartassed, bia tralna destroyed, and many eapturea 
in puns acd prisonere mado. After baiting a day st 
Middictown to procure ncecesary eupplics and to 
bring up trains, the army moved through South 
Mountain, and'by tho 12th of July wan fa front of 
ho enemy, Who cccupled w ctroog posttton on the 
helghts of March Run, in advance of Walliamoport. 

In taking this position several skirmishes and 
affairs bad beea Ad with the enemy, principally by 
cavalry from tho 11th and 6th corps,’ The 13th was 
cogaged in making reconnolsennces of the cnemy’s 
position nod preparations for attack, but on advance 
Jog oo the morbing of the Lith, tt was arcertalped 
that he bad retired the night previous by a bridge at 
Falling Waters sod a ford at Williamsport. 

‘The cavalry in pursult overtook the rear guard at 
Falling Watere, cepturing two gune and numerous 
prisoners, Previous to the retreat of the enemy, 
Gregy’s division of cavalry hal crotsed at Harper's 
Forry, nod coming up with the rearof the enemy at 
Charlestown and Sheperdatowa, had a spirited. con- 
teat, in which tho enemy Wore driven to Martina 
burg snd Wincheeter, and pressed nod haraesed Jo 
his rotrent. 

Pursuit was resumed by a Nank movement of tho 
army, eroaslug the Potomas at Berlin, and moving 
down’ Loudoun valley, Oavalry were'immeatatoly 
purhed toto révoral parece of the Bluo Ridge, aod 
having learned from ecouts of the withdrawal of the 
Confederate army {rom the lower valley of tho She- 
nandoab, the 3d Corps, Major General French, 10 
advance, was moved lato Mansasns Gap, in tho 
hope of being able to jutereept a portion of the 
enemy. 

The porteasion of the Gap was disputed so eucceae- 
fully na to cnablo the rear guard to withdraw by way 
of Strasburg, the Confederate army retiring to tho 
Raplian, Position wastakea with this army on the 
Hae of the Rapprhangcelt, and the eampaign termi. 
nated about the close of July. 

The result of tho campaign may be briefly etated, 
In the defeat of the enewy at Gottyeburg, their cons. 
puleory evacuation of Peouoylvanta aud Maryland,

As the battle fought upon thet Immortal 
field waa distinguished from sil othera in Greelnn 
history for Ita tofluence over the fortunes of Hellsa, 
anit vepended upon the event of that day whethor 
Greece nhould live, a glory and a ght to all coming 
time, or should expire, Ike the meteor of » tio- 
ment ; so the honors awarded to its martyr-hony 
‘were such na wero bestowed by Athoce on no other 
oceaslon. ‘They alone of all her rons vere entombed 
Upon the epot which they bad focever rendered te- 
oun.

Wo have assembled, friends, fellow-cltizens, at 
the lavitation of the Exeoutive of the gront Ceutral 
State of Penpsylvanin, ecconded by the Goversora 
of elghtcen other loyal’ States of the Unton, to pay 
the last tribute of reepest to the brave men, who, 1m 
the hard-fought battles of tho tot, 2d, and ad days 
of July Inst, laid down thelr lives for the country 
on there hill'aldea and tho plalop apresd out before 
tn, and whore remains have been gathered into the 
cetwetory whieh We conscerate this day.

that the Army of the Potomac, under Geuoral 
Meade, had again smitten the favader! Sure Lam 
that, with the ascriptions of pralso that roro to 
Heaven from twenty millions of freemen, with the 
acknowledgmonta that breathed from patriotic lips 
Throughout the length and breadth of Ameries to

Fina tcen eedt with his cavalry to tie east of the 
Blue Ridge, to guard the passes of the mouotaine, 
to matk the wovewents of Lee, and to harass the 
Union general in crossing the river, having been 
very severely handled by Plessanton at Keverly 
Ford, Aldi, and Uppervilie, tostead of being able to 
retard General Hooker's advance, was driven bim- 
self away from bis connection with the army of Lee, 
and cut off for a fortoight from all communication 
with it; circumstance to which Geoeral Lee, in 
bis report, alludes more than once, with evident die 
pleasure, " Let us vow rapidly glance atthe ineldenta 
of the event(ul campaign, 

A. detachment from Ewell’s Corps under Jenkins 
had penetrated on the 16th of July as far as Oham- 
beraburg. ‘This movement was intended at tirat 
merely a ademonatration, and aa a marauding ex- 
pedition forsupplica 11 hed, however, tho salutary 
Elect of alarming the country, and vigorous prepa 
rations, here {0 Penasylvania ond ia the slater 
States, were made to repel the inroad. Alter two 
Gaye pareed at Chamberebure, Tenking anxious for 
his communications with Ewell, fell back with hie 
plunder to Hagerstown. Here he remained for seve- 
Tal days, and having swept the recesace of Cumber- 
Ind valley, oame down upon the eastern flank of 
the South Mtountaio, and pushed his marauding pare 
flea as far na Wayacsboro. Oa the 22d the remala- 
cer of Ewell’s corps croesed the river and moved up 
the valley. They were followed on the ith by 
Longstreet and Hill, who crossed at Williamsport 
and Shepherdstown, aad pnehiny up the valley en 
camped at Chamboraturg on the 2th. In thle way 
the whole robel army, catimated at 99,000 infantry 
upwards of 10,000 cavalry, nnd 4,000 or 6,000 artilie 
Fy, Wakiog a total of 105,000 of alllarme, wae concen. 
trated in Pennaylvania. 

Upto this timo no roport of Hookér’s movementa 
had been received by General Lee, who, having 
deen deprived of his cavalry, hed no) means of ob 
taining Joformation. Rightly judging, however, 
that no tlme would be fost by the Uoidh army tn the 
pureult, In order to detain {ton tho eastern aide of 
the mountates in Maryland aod Pennoylvania, and 
thus preserve bis communications by the way of 
Willinmeport, he bad, befor his own arrival at 
Ohauibereburg, directed Ewell to eend detachments 
from bie corpa to Carlisle and York. The latter de- 
tachment, under Early, pasted through this placa 
on the 26th of Tune, You need not, fellow-oltizens 
of Gettyeburg, that I chould recall to you these mo- 
mente of alarm and distress, precuraors na they 
were of the more trying tcenes Which Were £0 60a 
to follow.

Ta thiveritical and noxious state of alfaire, Gooc 
ral Hooker was relieved, sud General Meade waa 
summoned to tho clilef command of the army, and 
It appears to wy vomailitary judgment to reflect the 
highest eredit upon him, upoo hie predcecssor, and 
upon the corpa commanders of the Army of the Po- 
Towac, that a change could take place in the chlet 
command of #0 large a force on the eve ol a general 
Dattle—tho various corpanccessnrily moving on lines 
somewhat divergent, nod sil in ignorance of the 
enemy's Intended point of concentratiou—aad not 
fu hour's bealtation should ensue in the advance of 
any portion of the entire army. 

Having assumed the chief command on the 28th, 
Gen, Meade direeted his let wing, under Reynolds, 
upon Eametteburg, and his right upon New Wiad 
tor, leaving Gen, Franch, with 11,000 sieo, to pro:

General Reypolde, on arriving at Gottraburg An 
the morning of the iat, found Buford with his ca- 
valry warmly engaged with the enemy, whom he 
beld’most gallantly in check, Hastening himxclf to 
the front, General Roynolda dircsted his men to be 
moved over the ficlis from the Emmettaburg trond, 
in front of McMilan’s and Dr, Schmucker’s, under 
cover of the Semibary ridge, and, without’ a mo- 
ment'a healtation attacked the enemy, at the same 
timo endive orders to tho 11th Corps (General 
Howard's) to ailvance as promptly as possible 
General Reynolds Immediately found hluweelf en- 
gaged with n force which greatly 
Cwwo, and had eesrecly made his dispoaitions for the 
action when he fell, mortally wonaded, at the bead 
Of hie advance. ‘The command of tho 1st Corps 
Geyolved_on General Doubleday, snd that of the 
field on General Howard, who arrived at 11.50 with 
Schurz. aud. Barlow's ‘divisions of tho 11th 
Corps, the lattor of whom received a severe wound. 
Thue strengthened, the advantage of the battlo was 
forsome time on our elie, The attacke of tho rebela 
Were vigorously ropulsed by Wadaworth's divisioa 
bf the ith Corpa, auda large number of prisoners, 
including Gen, Archer, were captured, At length, 
however, tho cootisued reinforcement of the Oon- 
federates from tho main body, on the Oasbtowa road, 
aod Of the divislone of Rolie, ant Early, coming

dawa by eeparateiines from Heldloraburg and tallou 
post on our extreme right, turned tho fortunes of 
ue day. Qurarmy, after contesting the ground for 
five houre, was obliged to yleld to the enemy, whose 
fore outcumbered hem two to one, and toward the 
close of the afternoon Gen. Howard deomed it pru- 
cut to withdraw the tio corpsto thoheights where 
Wwe aro now assembled. Tho greater part of the tot 
Corps pasted through the outekirts of the town and 
reached tho bill without serious loss or molestation, 
The 11th Corpa aud portions of the Ist, not beng 
aware that the coomy had already entered the towa 
from the north, attompted to force their way through 
Washingtou and Baltimore streeta, which, in the 
crowd and confusion of the ce 

heavy loa in prisoners. 

‘Goneral Howard was aot unprepared for this turn 
fo the fortunes of tho day. Eany in the morniog 
bo had caused Cemetery Hill to be'oceupled by Ge- 
beral Stelnwehr, with the 34 division of the 11th 
Corps. About the timo of the withdrawal of our 
troops to the hill, Geacral Haneock arrived, having 
been rent by General Meade, on bearing the death 
of Reynolde, to assume the command of the Meld till 
he bimeelf could reach the front. In conjunction 
with General Howard, Geaeral Hancook iminkdinte- 
Jy prasecded to poat troops and to repol an attack on 
our right flank. Thin attack was feebly made and 

promptly repuleed, At nightfall our troops on the 
hill, Who had so galisotiy austalacd themeelyes 
durlog the toil and peril of the day, were cheered by 
the arrival of General Slocum with the 12t% Corps, 
and of General Stokles with n part of tho 3d. 

Such was the fortune of the tirat day, commencing 
with decided success to onr arms, followed by a 
cheer, but ending in the occupation af this all-im- 
portant position. To you, {ellow-cltizens of Get- 
tysburg, I need not attempt to portray the aaxietics 
of theenautng night, Witncealng, as you had done, 
with sorrow the withdrawal of Our srmy through 
your streets, with a considerable loss of prisoners; 
mourning as'sou did over the brave mon who bad 
fallen; shocked wiih the widespread desolation 
around you, of which tho wanton buroing of tho 
Harmou bduee, in the morping, had given the sig. 
nal; ignorant of the bear approach of Gen. Meade, 
you paseed the weary hours of the night in painful 
expectation. 

Long before the dawn of tho 20 of July the new 
commanderin-chie! bad arrived at the front, Ha- 
ving recelved intelligence of the event In progre 
and informed by the reports of Gens, Hancock and 
Howard of the favoraole character bf the position, 
he determines to give battle to tho enemy“at this 
polnt. He accordingly directed the remaining corps 
ofthe army to concentrate nt Gettysburg with all 
possible expedition, and breaking np ble headquare 
tera at Taneytown at 10 P. M1., he arrived on the 
field at ono o’olock n the morning of the 24 of July. 
Few were the momeata given to alecp during the 
Tapld watches of that brief mid-eummers night, by 
oflicera or mep, though halt of our troops sero ex: 
hausted by the conilict of the day, and the residue 
Wearled by the forced marches whlch had brought 
them tothe rescuo, The full moon, velled by thin 
cloude, ahono down that oight on aetrancely uo- 
wonted scene—the allenee of the graveyard was 
broken by the heavy tramp of armed men; by 
the neigh of the war-horse; the barah rattle of the 
wheels ‘of artillery hurryloy to thelr stationa; the 
voice of the bugle, the roll of tho drum, and all the 
{udescribable tumult of preparation. ‘The vartous 
corpe of the army, na they arrived, were moved to 
tholr positions oa the spot where we nro sacmbled, 
nnd the ridges that extend southenst spd southwest} 
batteries were planted, and brenatworks throwa up, 
‘The 2d apd oth Oorps, with the reat of the 30, 
had reached the ground by seven o'clock A. MI., but 
it was pot tl two o'clock in the afternoon that 
Sedgwick arrived with the &th Corps. He had 
marched thirty-two milea since nine o’oock in the 
morning of the day before. It was ouly on bis arri- 
val that the Uglon army attained an equality of 
numbers with that of the rebels, poated upon the op- 
posite and parallel ridge, distant fromm mile toa 
mile ands balf, aud overlapping our poeition on 
elther wing, 

And here T esonot but remarlc on the providential 
inacllon of the robel army. Had the contest been 
Tenewed by if at daylight on the 24 of July, with the 
Int and 11th Corpa extousted by the battle and the 
retreat; the Sd and 12th weary from thelr forced 
mareh; and the 2d, 6th, acd 6th not yet arrived, 
nothing buts miracle could have saved the arm 
from destruction. Tostead of this, the day dawned, 
the.oun rosp, the cool houra.of th moraine f 
the forenoon wore AWwny, without the wight: sgt 
gressive movemeat on the part of the enemy, ‘Thus 
Time was given for half of our forces to arrive and 
toke thelr place Sa the Ines, while the rest of the 
army enjoyed » much Deeded half-day's repoae. 

At leagth, between three and four o'clock in the 
afternoon the work of death began. A aleual gua 
from the hostile battories was followed by a tremen- 
deus cannonade along the rebel lines, nad thia by = 
heavy advance of Infantry, brigade atter brigade, 
commencing on the enewy’s right ayainet the lelt 
ofour army, aud ¢0 onward to tho lett centre. A 
forward movement of Goueral Sickles, to gala a com: 
manding poritton from which to repel tne rebel at 
tack, drew upon im 9 destructive tire from the one 
my’s batteries, and a furious assault from Long- 
atreets and Hill's advaneine troops. After a brave 
reslatanco on the part of hin corps, he wna forced 
back, himecl{ falling eoverely wounded, ‘Thla waa the 
critigal moment of the eecond day ; but the oth and a 
part of the 6th Corpa, with portions of the Tat aud 
2d, were promptly brought to the support of the 
a’, the struggle was erce and murderous, but by 
tudect our sucoces was decltive, and the cn¢my Was 
driven back n confusion. ‘The most Important ger 
vico was rendcred toward the close of the day, in the 
memorable advance between Rouad Top and Little 
Round Top, by General Crawtord'a divieio, of the 
Sth corpa,copsistiog of two brigades of the Peansslys- 
nia Reserves, of which'one company was from the 
town and neighborhood. ‘The revel General Barke- 
dale fell in thie enconater, and hia foree was driven 
bacie with great Joss in killed and prisoners. At & 
oclocls in the orcning a deaperate attempt was made 
by the enemy to storm tho position af the 11th Corps 
oa Cometery Hill, but here too, after a terrible con- 
Alct, he wae repulred with immense lors, Ewell, on 
our oxtreme right, which had been weakened by tho 
withdrawal of the troops eent over to support our 
left, bad succeeded in gaining a foothold within a 
portion of our lines, wesr Spaogler'a Spring. ‘This 
was the only advantago obtained by tho rebels to 
compeasate them for tho disssters of the day, and 
of this, aa wo shall ace. they were acon deprived. 

‘Such wan the result of the second act of this event. 
ful drama—a day hard fought, and at one moment 
anxlous, and with th 
Verge juet named, crowned with dearly-caraed, but 
uniform sucecrs to our arms, nusplelous of 8 glori- 
ous termlontion of the Hnal struggle. On thesegood 
omens the ight fell. 

At dawn of the 20, General Geary roturned to his 
poaltion on theright, from which he had hastened 
the day before to strongthen the left. He was ime 
mediately attacked by the enomy, whom, however, 
after a abarp and dcolslve action, he drove our of 
our lines, recovering the ground whieh bad been lost 
on the preceding day, A epirited contcah waa kept 
up all the morning on thia part of the line, but Gene- 
ral Geary, reinforced by Wheston’s brigade of the 
6th Corps, malafaiued his poaltion and iniligted very 
severe losses on the enemy 

uch waa the cheering commencement of the third 
day's Work, aud with it ended all serious attompte 
ofthe enemy on our right. As on tho preceding 
day, his c/forts were now mainly directed agaloat our 
loft'centre and left wibe.

J oall the war which the Confederates are waging 
agaloet tho Union a “rebellion,” because it la one, 
and in grave mattera it is beat to call things by their 
Fight names. The Constitution of the Vulted 
pute “rebelifon” on a par with ‘tnvaslon’ The 
Constitution nod law not only of Engiand, but of 
every civilized country, regard them in the same 
Tight ; or rather they regard the rebe} in arme ne tar 
worse than the alien cocmy. To levy war npaiuet 
the United States in the constitutional defiattion of 
treatop, and that crime is, by overy olvilized govern~ 
ment, regarded ae the higheat which oftizen or sub- 
Jest can commit, Not content with the sanctions 
of human justice, of nll the crimes agaivat the law 
fof the Iand it ts plagled out for the denunolations of 
Tellgion. The Litanlea of every church in Obristen~ 
dom, ns far ax I am aware, from the Motropolltan 
Cattedrala of Europe to the humble: 
Chapel in the felands of the cea, concur with the 
Ohureh of England in lmploring the Sovereign of 
the Universe, by the moat awful ndjurations which 
the heart of man can conceive or his toogue utter, 
to deliver us {rom "sedition, privy conspiracy, and 
rebellion.” And reneon good ; for while s rebellion 
‘Agalnat tyrauny, 8 rebelllon ‘deslened, after pros- 
trating arbitrary power, to establish ‘free govera- 
ment on the basis of Justice and truth, 16 sn eater 
prio on which good men and angels may look w 
Complacency, an unprovoked rebellion of ambitious 
men against’  benoficent government, for the pur 

ee—the avowed purpote—of catablithing, extead~ 

if, and perpetuating any form of Injurtice sod 
Wrong, 19 an Imitation op earth of that first foul re- 
volt of “the Infernal Serpent,” which emptied 
heaven of one-third partol ite sons. 

‘Loni Bacon, ‘in the true naraballiog of the So- 
verelgn dogrete of honor,” assigns the first place to 
"he Condifores Imperioruim, founders of States aud 
Commonwesiths,” and truly to build up from the 
discordant elements of our nature ; the passions, the 
intereata, and the opinions of the Individual man ; 
the rivalries of fawily, clan, and tribe; the influ 
encet of climate ; the accidents of peace sod war ac- 
cumulated for ager—to build up from there often- 
times Warrlng elemeats, 8 wollcompacted, pros- 
perous, and powerful State, if It were to be secom- 
Pliched by one eifort or in one generation, would re- 
Quire a more thaa worts! suill. To contribute in 
tome notable degree to this the greatest wort! of 
man, by wiee and. patriotic couneel La peace, snd 
Toyal heroism io war, Jans high ag buman merit can 
Well rise, and far more than to avy of those to 
Whom Bacon aseigns this highest place of honor— 
Romulus, Cyrus, Cxcear, Ottoman, lamacl—ia it duo 
to our Washington, as ‘the founder of the Amencan 
Unlon. But if to ‘ncbieve or help to achieve this 

reatest Work of man’s wisdom aod virtuo gives 
Eitic to a pinco amorg tho chief benefactors, rightful 
helra of the benedictlona of mankind, by equal rea- 
son eball the bold bad men who seek to undo the 
Loble work,  Eversores Imperiorum, destroyers of 
States, who, for base and selfish ends, rebel against 
Denetcent governments, ecck to overthrow wie 
constitutions, lay powerful republican Uniona at 
the foot of foreign thrones, bring on civil aod fo- 
Yelgn war, anaroby at home, dictation abroad, dero- 
Intion, ruln—by equal reason, T say, yea, 8 thousand 
fold atronger, shall they inherit the execrations of the 


re. 
Brut to hide the deformaty of the crime under the 
cloak of that sophistry which makes the worse ap- 
pear the better reason, we are told by the Jesders of 
the rebellion, that in our complex system of govern- 
ant, the eeparate States are “sovereign,” and that 
tho central powor is oaly au “agoncy’! éatabliabed 
by these covereigorso mansge ceratn anatre, wnich, 
they could rot eo conveniently adminieter them- 
relves, It bappenr, onfortunately for this theory, 
that the Federal Uonatitution, (which bas beea 
adopted by the people of every State of the Union, 
aa much as thelr own State Oonatitutions have been 
adopted, and ia declared to be paramount to them), 
no where resognizes the States as “‘aovercigne,” 1a 
{act that, by thoir name, It docs not recognize them 
at all; while tho authority cetabliehed by that in- 
ntrument {a recognized, in ite text, not as ap" agon- 
ey,"” but a8 "the Government of tho United States.” 
BY that Constitution, moreover, which purporte in 
itt preamble, to be ordstoed and extabliehed by ‘the 
People of the United States,” it is expresely pro- 
¥ided, ‘thot the members of the State Legiafatures, 
‘Aad all the executive offleera, shall be bound by oath 
or allirmation to support the Conatitution."” Now, 
itis a common thing, under all governments, for an 
‘agent to bo bound by'osth to be faithtul to his sove- 
reign; Dut I never heard before of soverelgna being 
Bound by oath to be falthful to their agency. 

‘Certainly, I do not deny that the separate Stat 
are clothed with sovereign powers for the admin! 
atration of local affaira. It is one of the most beau- 
tiful features of our mixed system of government, 
but it ia equally true that in adopting the Federal 
Constitution, the States abillested, by express re- 
nunelation, nll the most important funotions of pa- 
tonal rovercigaty, and by one comprehensive self- 
denying clause gave up all right to contravene the 
Constitution of the Unlied States. Specifically, and 
by enumeration, they renonnced all the moat im- 
portant prerogatives of indepesdent States, for 
peace and for war; the right to keep troops or ships 
‘of war in time of ‘peace, or to engage 1a war wale: 
schunily invaded; to enter {nto compact with ano- 
ther State or foreign Power ; to lay any cuty on ton- 
age, of sny impost ou exports or importa, without 
the consent of Congress ; to enter into soy treaty, 
allinace, or confederation ; to grant letters of marque 
And reprisal, abd to emit bills of credit; while all 
these powers, and many others, are expressly vested 
in the General Government. To ascribe to political 
communities, thus limited In thelr juriediction—who 
cannot even’ establish a post office on their own 
soll—the character of indepeadent eovereignty, and 
to reduce a national organization, clothed with all 
the transcendent powers of government, tothoname 
and condition of an “agency” of the States, proves 
notblog but that the Jogic of seccssion is ob A pat 
with ite loyalty and patrlotiom, 

On, but "tho reserved righta!’” And whatof the 
reserved righte? The tenth amendment of the Oo 
stitution supposed to provide for "reserved righte 
isconstantly misquoted. By that amendment, tho 

woieers hot delegated to the United States or probl- 
Bited by ttto the States, ave reaerved to the States 
respectively or to the People.” The "powers! re- 
served must of couree be auch ax could haye been 
Dut were not delegated to tho States; could have 
Deon but were not prohiblted to the Statea; but to 
speak of the right of an individual State to’ accede, 
as a power that could have been though tt was not 
delegated to the Uniied States ta simple nonsense. 

But, waving this obvioue abeuruity, can Itueed a 
serious Argument to prove that thero can bo no 
Stato right to enter into » new confederation, ro- 
served under a Constitution, which expressly pio 
hibita a State ‘to enter Into ény treaty, alliance. or 
confederation,” or any “‘avreement or compact with 
another State or a foreign Power!’ To say that tho 
Stato may, by enacting the preliminary farce of eo 
cersion, acquire the right to do tho probibited 
thinga; to nay, forinntance, that though the States, 
in forming the Constitution, delegated to the United 
States aud probipited to teanelves the power of 
declaring war, there wan by {mplication reserved to 
each State the right of recediag nnd then declaring 
war; that though they expressly Urohibited to tho 
}, abd delegated to the United States the eatire 
tresty-making power, they reacrved by Implicstion, 
for an express reacivation fe not pretended, to the 
individual Stater, to Florida, for inatavce, the right 
to recede and then to make a treaty with Spain, re- 
tro-coding that Spnolsh colony, and thus earrenuer- 
Jog to a forolan Power the key to the Gull of Next 
20; to maintain propositions like these, with what- 
ever affected seriousness It fe done, appenre to me 
egregious tritioe. 

Pardon we, my friends, for dwelling on the 
wretched sophistries, But itis there whieh conduct 
ed the armed bosts of rebellion to your doors on the 
Yerribie and gloriour days of July, aud which hav 
ought upon the whole lano the acourge of an ng- 

‘atlvo and wicked war—a war which can have 50 

termination compatible with the permanent 
ais Welfaro of the country but the complete 
¥ 


ction of the military power of the enemy. I 
fon other occnaiona attempted to show that to 
eth bin demarde sid acknowledge hie tode 
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cede to them—a foreign and hostile Power—all the 
territory of the United States at present occupied 
by the rebel forces, but the abandonment to thom 
of the vast regions we have rescued from their 
grasp—of Maryland, of a part of Eastern Virginia 
andthe whole of Western Virginia, the eea-conat 
of North and South Osrolina ; Kentucky, Tennes- 
seo aud Miseourl; Arknoess, and the larger portion 
‘of Mississippi and Louleiana, in moat of which, 
with the excception of Iawices guerillas, there 1 
nota rebel in arms; in all of which tho great ma 
Jority of tho people are loyal, to the Union. We 
must give back, too, the helpless colored popue 
Istion, thoussoda of whom ate perilling their 
lives in the ranks of our armler, to a bon 
Gago rendered tenfold moro bitter,’ by the mo- 
mentary enjoyment of | freedom, | Finally, wo 
must surrender oyery mna in the Southern country, 
white or black, who haa moved a finger or spoken a 
word for the restorstion cf the Unton, to 8 reign of 
terror as remoraciess ns that of Robeaplerre, which 
has been the chief instrument hy which the rebellion 
haa been organized and sustataed, and hae already 
filled the prisons of the South with noble men, 
whoso only orimo {a that thoy are not traitors, The 
‘outh ja fullof such men. Lo not delleye there 
ina been nny ainco the eiection of President Lin. 
coln, whea, if np ordinanes of aeceaston could have 
deen fairly submitted to tho mans gf the people, in 
soy alngle Southern Stato, » majority of ballots 
would have beoa given in its favor, No, not Iu 
South Carolina. It {a not poaalblo that the majority 
of the people, even of that State, ifpormitted, with- 
ut fear oF favor, to give & ballot on the question: 
would have abatdoned a leader Uko Petigru, and 
all tho momorles of the Gadadens, tho Rutledg 
and the Cotesworth Pinsleneys, of tho revolutionary 
‘nd constitutional age, to follow the ngitatore of the 
present day. 

Nor must wo be dotorred from the vigorous prove 
cution of the war, by the suggestion, continually 
thrown out by the rebols sud those who aympatulze 
with them, that, however it might bave been at an 
Carlier stage, there bas been engendered by tho 
operations of the war astato of exasperation and 
Ditterneas which, independent of all reference to the 
original nature of tho matters In controversy, will 
forever prevent tho restoration of the Union, and 
the return of harmony between the two great seo- 
tions of the country. Thus opinion I take to be ea- 
tlrely witbout foundation, 

No tau can deplora more thaa I do the misertes 
of every kind, unavoldably inoldent to War. Who 
could standon this opot and call to mind tho accoes 
fof the 1-3 of July with any othor feelloe? A nad 
forebodlog of whnt would ensue, if war sbould break 
out between North and South, has haunted mo 
through life, and led mo perhaps too long to tread in 
tho path of hopeless compromise, tn the food endea, 
vor 10 coucilinte those who ware pre-determined not 
to be conaliiated. But it 1s not true, na ia pretended 
by the ‘rebels and thelr sympathizere, that tho war 
hina been carricdon by tho United States without 
entire regard to thosa temporaments which are cn- 
| folned by the law of nations, by Our. modern clyilizs- 

tioa, and by the apirit of ‘Christianity. Tt would 
bo quite esy to point out, in the recent military 
history of the leading European Powers, nota of 
violence snd cruelty, in the proecution of their 
Ware, to which no parallel enn bo found among ue. 
To fact, when we conalder the peculiar bitterm 
with which civil wars are almost luvarlably waged, 
Wo may juatly boaet of the mannor in which the 
United States have oarried on the contest. It te, of 
couree, impossible to prevent the Iawlean acts of 
tragglers and deeerters, or the oceaslonsl unwar 
rantable proceedings of subordinates on distant atn- 
tlone ; but Lio not bellove there is, in all history, the 
record of a dlvil war of such gigantlo dimensions, 

o 1itt]e has been done in the spirit of vindle~ 
livenees ne in this war, by the Goverament and 
commanders of the United States; and this notwith- 
standing the provocation given by' tho” rebel govern. 
ment by assuming the reapopalbilities of wretcbe 
like Quantrell, re(using quarter to colored troops, 
and scourgiog Aud solling into slavery trea colores 
men from the North, who fall into thelt hande, co. 
Yering tho tea with pirates, acd atarving prieoners 
of war to death, 

Io tho next place, if thore aro any present who de~ 
Heve that, In addition to the effect of the military 
operations of the war, the confiscation acta, and 
emanelpstion proclamations bavo embittered the 
rebels boyond the possibility of reconeliiation, I 
would request them to roflect that the tone of the 
rebel leadere aud rebel preea was juat as bitter in the 
firat monthe of tho war, pay, before a gun wna tired, 
avitin now. There were specchea mae in Congress 
in tho very inst ecetion bofore the rebellion, 60 fero- 
clous aa to chow that theit authors were under the 
influence of a real frenzy. At the present day, if 
there fn any disarlmination made by the Confederate 
protein the affected ncorn, hatred, and contumely, 
with which every atiade of opinion and sentiment 1p 
the loyal States in treated, the bitterest contempt Js 
beatowed upon those at the North, who still apenic 
the langusxe of compromise, aod who condemn 
thoso measures of the Adminieiration which are al- 
leged to have rendered the rotura of peace bopeles 

No, my friende, that gractous Providence which 
overruled all things for the best, from seewing ovll 
atl educing good, has eo constituted our natures 
that the violent excitement of the passions in 000 
dircetion ia generally followed by 8 reaction in an 
opposite airestion, and. the sooner for the violence, 
Tilt wore not go, If anger produced abiding anger: 
ifbatred caused Undying batred, if injuries nfttoted 
and retaliated of necessity led to now retaliationy, 
with foreveraccummlating compound tatercst of re~ 
venge, thon tho world, thousands of years ago, 
would have been turaed into np earthly hell, an 
fhe untions of the czrth would have beoo resolved 
fnto clans of, furies and demons, each forever 
warrlng with ‘his nelghbor. But ‘it Is not 60; 
all history teaches a diferent leezon. The wars of 
the Roses in England Jasted an entire generation, 
from tho battle of St. Albaus, ia 1465, to that 
of Boaworth Ficli, Ia 1455.’ Speaking of the 
former, Humo saya: This was the first blood spilt 
io that fatal quarrel which was pot finished in 
lors than a couree of thirty yeara: which was alg- 
nalized by twelve pltebed battles; which opened 
scene of extraordinary flereenese and cruelty; 1a 
computed to bavo cost the lives of olghty princes of 
the blood, and almoot entirely annihilates the ancient 
nobility of Eogiand. |The strong attachments which, 
at that timo, men of the same Kindred. bore to each 
other, and the vindictive spirit which was considered 
8 point of honor, rendared the grent {mmalllcs Lmpla- 
enble in their resentmenta, and widened every mo- 
ment the breach between the parties.” Such was 
the state of things in Eogland, vnder which an en- 
tire generation grew up; but whon Henry VIT in 

whom the Utles of tbe ‘two houses were united, 
went up to London after the battle of Boaworth 
Field, to mount the throne, he was everywhere re~ 
colved with joyous acclamation, “as one ordained 
and sent from Heaven to put an'end to the discen- 
none” which had 20 long nillloted the country. 

‘The gront rebellion in England of the roventeenth 
century, aiter long and angry premonitions, may be 
Aald to have begun with the calling of the Loug Pare 
Uament in 1610, aod to have ended with the rotura 
of Obarles 11, in 1860—twenty years of discord, con- 
filet, and efvil war; of confiscation, plunder, bavo 
‘8 proud hereditary’ peerage trampled {n the dusty a 
national church overturned, Its clergy bergarcd, its 
most eminent prelate put to death ; a military despo~ 
Mom eatadllabed on the rulas of monarchy which 
ad eubsloted soven hundred years, and tho legiti- 
mate soverelgn brought to the block; the grent 
famillea which adhered to the king proscribed, im- 
poveriahed, ruined ; prisoners of war aoli to slavery 
in tho West Todice—in a word, everything that onn 
embitter and madden contending factions. Such waa 
the state of things for twenty Sears, and set, by a0 
gentletransition,but euddenly nod “when thorestorn 
‘tion of affairsappenred most hopeless," the aon of the 
beheaded roverelga was brought back to hie father's 
dlood-otalned throne, with such " unexpreanible and 
univeraal joy” an ted the Aerry Monarch to exclaim 
‘he doubted {t had beon his own fault he had been 
sbacnt so long, for he saw nobody who did not pro- 
teat he ad ever wiahed for his retura,"” “In this 
wonderful manner,” saya Olareodon, "and with 
this incredible expedition, did God put aa end to 
rebellion that had raged near twenty years, and had 
been carried on with all the hors clroumatancen 
of murder, devastation, and parriole, that fire aad 
sword, In the hands of the most wicked men In the 
Wworld—[it 1s 8 royalist that 18 speaking )—could 
be inatroments of, almost to the devolation of two 
kingdome, and the exceeding defaciog and deforming 
of tho third. By these remarkable atepa Jid the 
meroiful hand of God, In thia short apace of time, 
not only bind up and heal all thore wounds, but even 
made tho soar o8 undisceroible aa, in respect of tho 
dcepnesa, was porsible, which Was s glorious addi- 
tlon to the deliverance.” 

To Germany, the wara of tho Roformation and of 
Ohariea V, io the 16th ccatury, the thirty-yoara war 
Inthe 17th century, the eoven-yenrs war in the 15th 
centliry, bot to peak of other lees celebrated eon- 
teats, entailed upon that country all the miseries of 
jutestine strife for more than three centuries, At 
the clove of the Isat-osmed war, * An officer,” snya 
Archeaholz, “rode through seven villages in'Hease, 
fod found ia them but one humsn belog.”” More 
than threo hundred principalities, comprehended In 
the Empire, fermented with tho’ tleree passions of 
proud and petty States. At tho commencement of 
this pertod the castles of robber Counts frowned 
upon every bill-top; a dreadful seoret tribunal froze 
the hearts of men with terror throughout the land ; 
religious hatred mivgled ite bitter poison in. the 
seething cauldron of provinotal anlmootty ; but, of 
all these deadly cnmities between the States of Ger 
mang, eonteely the memory remains. ‘There 1a no 
country in the world fa which the sentiment of nx 
tional brotherhood 1s stronger. 

Io Italy, on the brealcing up of the Roman Empire, 
soclety might be ssid to be reeolved into {ta original 
elomoats—into hoatile atoms, whoas only movement 
Woe that of mutusl repulsion, Ruthless barbariaua 
had desiros ed the old organizations and covered the 
Innd with s merelless feudaliam. Ae the new 
clylilzatioa grew up, usder the winge of tha Qureh, 
the noble famillea abd the walled towos fell madly. 
luto confitet with each other ; the secular foud of 
Pope and Emperor ecourged tho Iand ; province 
agslont provioee ; elty agninat olty ; strect agaloat 
sircet, Wayed remorseless war agafost cach other 
from {sther to con, till Dante wao able to fll 
imaginary bell with th real cemone of Italian 
tory. So ferocious had the factions beegme, that th 
great poct exile bimeelt, thoglary of hla native city, 
and ofhienptive lsuguage, was by a decree of the 
tunicipality ordered to ho buraed alive, if found in 
the sity of Elorenco But these deadly feuds and 
batreda 5 elded to political influences, as the hostila 
cities Were grouped 1nto States under stable govern- 
ments; the lingering traditioua of the aneleat api. 
mootties gradually died away ; and now Tuscan and 
Lombari, Sardioisn and Neapolitan, as if to shame 
the degenerate soo of Amertos, are jolning in ono 

ory forna upited Italy, 

Ya France, pot 10 go back to the olvil ware of the 
Joague in the vixteenth century, and of the Fronde 
fn tho seventcenth ; hot To ppenie of the dreadful 
scenes throughout the kingdom, which followed the 
Tovocation of the Eillet of Nantes; we have, tn tho 
great Tevolurlon which commenced at the close of 
fhe last century, eeea the blood-bounds of civil etrito 
Jet loote as rarely before In the biatocy of the world. 
The relpn of Yerror eetabiished at Paris otretched 
tte blcody Briarean ara to every elty aod villagein 
the laud; and {f the most deadly feuds which over dl- 
vided s people, had the power to suse permanent 


alienation and hatred, this surely was the ocoasion, 
But far otherwise the fact. In seven years from tho 
fall of Robesplerre, the strong arm of the youthful 
conqueror brought order out of the chaos of crime 
nud. woes Jacoblas whos hands were eearcely 
cleansed from the best blood of France met the ro 
furnibg emigrants, whose catates they hd conti 
cated acd whore kindred they had dragged to the 
fuvlotine ta the Imperial antecbambers ; and when, 
Aiter another turn of the wheel of fortuoc, Louls 
XYII vas realored to his throve, he took the regt- 
elde Foucné, who hnd voted for his brother's death, 
to his cabinet and conndenco. 

‘The people of Joyal America will nover take to 
thelr confidence of admit again ton share in thelr 
Government the hard-hearted mop, whore cruel lust 
fof power has brought this deaolatiog sar upoa tho 
Tan, Dut there je no bitterness felt even 
against them.

own treason, There ict them stay. The humblest 
Geni soldier that lien cold and atift An his grave be 
fore un, In av objest of eavy beneath the clods that 
cover hig, in compariton with the living man, who 
ie willlog to grovel at the foot of n foreign throne, 
for assintance in compassing tho rulu of bis country. 

But the bour Is coming, and now ta, whon the 
powwor of the leaders of the rebelllon to dclude and 
Igdame, must conve, ‘There ja no. bitterness on the 
‘Tho people of the South ars not 
Rolag to wage an eternal war for tho wretched pre 
Toxta by which this reholllon is sought to be juatl- 
fled. The bonds that uaito us as one People, a sub- 
stantial community of origia, Inoguage, belief, aad 
Inw (the four great tles that holll tho’ societies of 
men together); common national nnd politiosl in- 
toreste; a common history; a common pride ins 
Jorlous snceatry; common interest in this great 
eritage of bleasings; the very geographical fen- 
tures of the country ; the mighty rivors that orose

Gerrysnone, Nov. 19—The Presidential train 
arrived here on Wednesday evening, but the Go- 
vernore’ train was delayed, by a slight accident to 
the evgine, till nearly midnight, aad the various 
Governors were not able to participate in the pro- 
ceedings of the night, which were ofa lively charac- 
ter. 

‘The President, Scorctary Soward, and Colonel 
Forney were eerenaded, and each eoverally replied 
to the compliment. 


The President eald he was happy to seo ao many 
of hile fricnda present to participate in tho ceremo- 
nies, but he would make no speech, aa he had noth- 
Sng particular to say. (Laughter and applaure.] 

MR. SEWARD'a SPREOR. 

Tho following is the speech of Mr. Seward In 
reply to the serenade = 

Feciow-cirizens: I am now sixty years old, 
and I bave been in public life for forty years 
of that time, This night is the first time that 
ever napbody in the State of Maryland was 
ever willing to Maten to. my volee—[A voleo. 
Thin in Penosylvaols!|—or ia Penneylvania oo 
near to the border of Maryland, ond tho reason 
was, that I saw forty yeara ago, opening before 

peoplo the grave-yard that was to be filled 
with brothers who fell in mortal political con 
ict, snd I knew thst the causo that was hurrying 
them on to that éreadful atrife was slavery, and when, 
I did lift my voice it was to warn them to remove 
that cnuee if they could by peaceful nod conatitu- 
Honal means, and eo avort the catastropho of civil 
Sars leh hag navy fallen uponithejmalon.) (AP: 
plauee, 

Tam thankful that you are willing to hear mo at 
Inot, I thank my God that I bellevo this strife is 
going to end in the removal of that evil which 
Ought to have been removed by peaceful meaos 
had deliberate counsels. [Applause] I thank 
my God for the hopo that this ts the last fra- 
ternal. war whieh will fall upon the country 
that bas been vouchasfed to us by Heaven— 
the richest, the brightest, tho most beautiful, the 
most magulticent, the moat capable of a glorious 
destiny of any country that God has ever given to 
‘ay portion of the human race, and that when that 
auuo ie removed, simply. by the operation of 
Hohiog ao the cause, aud tho agent of a treason that 
Js without Justification, and without parallel, thence- 
forth we ball be indced's Unlon—one country, having 
only one hope, oue ambition, onedeatiny. [Applaueo] 
Then to-morrow, If we have not Known it before, 
we thall kaow that we are not evemies, but that we 
are friends aad brothers; that this Union ts a re 
ality, for itis one common country, and wo ahall 
mourn, I am aure, with cqual slncority over the 
Erave of the misculded insurgent, whom we bave con- 
signed to hia last resting placo, and pity bia with 
the samo sincerity and the asmo heart-felt arlet that, 
we moura over the brother by whoae hand, rataed ta 
the defence of the Government to which we all 
owe allegiance, that miajudged brother fell; and 
when we part to-morrow aight, let us remember 
that we owe it to our country, that wo owe it to 
mankind, that this war shall bave a triumphant 
Copelualdn In the establishment of 9 democratic 
Government upon the simple principle that what- 
ever party oF portion of the oaticn shall’ preval 
in an fection, that party shall bo respected 
apd maintained’ in power, until ft shall givo 
pince upon another trish acd after apothor 
Ferdict, to a different party of a different por 
{lon of tho people. [Applause.) Without that, 
Jet me tell you that you are driftiog at once and ir 
rooistibly to tho vory verge of the deatruction of all 
Goveroments. With that pricclole, thia Govern: 
ment of oure will be the best, the firet, and happiest 
In the world, and may be, and #0 far ns wa are con 
cerned will be, immortal. Goodnight. [Oheora and 
applanec.) 

Colonel Forney made a briof speech, referring to 
the political aspect of the oampaiga, and particularly 
to tho gervices of Douglas to the Union. He paid 
a culogy to tho Proaident, and spoke of him as ono 
that would live in history as the saviour of his 
country.

Getrysnone, Nov. 19.—The ceremonies attond- 
ing tho dedication of the National Cemetery com- 
meaced this morning by a grand military avd clyic 
display, under the command of Major Gen. Couch 

Tne ine of parade waa taken up at ten o'clook, 
and proceaded through the principal atrecta to the 
cemetery, where the military formed {a line and 
ssluted the Preaident. 

‘Ata quarter past eloven oclock the head of tho 
procession arrived nt the matnstand. The Preaident 
‘and members of the Cabinet, together with the chief 
military and civic delegations, took their posltfons 
on the ataad, the President belog soated between 
Measra, Seward and Everett, after a reception 
niarked with respect and perfect allence, duo to the 
solemplty of tho occasion, every man among the 
immense gathering uncovering upon his appear. 
ance. 


The military then formed in lineextending around, 
the area between the stand and the military being 


‘coupled by civilians, comprising about 15,000 peo- 
ple, and including mop, women, and children. The 
attendance of Indies was quite large. 

‘The military escort comprised ono equadron of 
cavalry, tivo batteries of artillery, sod a regiment 
of infantry, being the reguint funeral eacort of honor 
paid to the highest oflicers in the ervico. 

Alter tho performance of the funeral military 
\Sirge by Hirgfeld’s band, aa cloquent prayer was 
delivored by tho Rov.

Hied on, [Applause] It ie rathor for us here to be 
dedicated to the great tack remaistug before us, that 
from theao honored dead we take tncroased devotion 
tothnt cause for whioh they here gavo the Jast full 
measure of devotion. That wo hero highly rezolvo 
thbt thesc dead shall not have died fa val. [Ap- 
plauso.) ‘That the nation aball, under God, bave a 
now birth of freedom, and that’ the Gvverament of 
the people, by the people and for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth. [Long applauec. 'Threo 
cheera given for the President of the United States 
‘nd Governors of the States.)

(Special Report to The Presa.) 
THE BATTLE-FIELD, 
GerrysuvKo, Nov. 19. 

‘The rain bas ceased, but the November sky 1s cold 
and gloomy, and We cannot eee io the mists any evi- 
denee of the xecond Indian aummer, We had ridden 
from the town, in the direction of a large but wopre- 
tending building, called the seminary, and slong a 
road that was sill to lead to Chamberaburg. Be 
yond this seminary extended an elevation of ground, 
Zeatly sloping, and wooded, not high enough to bo 
called n hill, and therefore modestly known as 
ridge. Wo pass over a field in whitch whest bad 
grown, acd towards 8 sprighly stream of water, 
which we regret history ennoot immortalize by come 
other name than Wilonghby run. In this feld, 
and near the stroam, our {companion anil guide 
paused, ‘Ae I was saying, gentlemen,” be continued; 
‘the rebels were in tho woods yonder, and as we 
wore pressing them very hard, they made a terrible 
Bight. Our boys had come around the town, and 
marched right over the ridge in line of battle. They 
ald thelr best, but they were not strong enough, and 
the line seemed to waver and tremble. The General, 
who was always moving around, aud who did not 
mind tho bullets any more than if they had beea 
leaves from tho trees, rode right across the field 
urging his meofand trying to yet them ready to 
charge the woods. Ono of the regiments came up 
too slowly, and he turned around to beckoa tt on 
wea a ball atruck him, and he (oll into that littio 
hollow, He did not speak, but was cnrried away to 
‘s building yonder, where be died.” The field 
whereon we atood was the spot where John F. Rey- 
nolds gave up his life to his country, acd around us 
Waa the battle-tield of Gettysburg, 

The death of General Roynolds has mado tis tield 
aonored ecenc, but the interest of the battle lies 
beyond the town, After the death of that officer, 
our mea pasacd through the town and took up thelr 
position on the helghta that overlook it. Perhaps 
the meaning will be platner If we say, tunt tho 
height called the Seminary Riage looks towards 
another height known aa Cemetery Hil. In the In- 
teryening valley, the town of Gettseburg, nestles 
retiring and unobtresive, aud its higheat steeple 
below the raoge of vision, On this ridge the rebels 
arranged their line of battle on the let of July, 
swinging around towards a stream called Rock 
ercekt, descending the slope towards the streets nad 
houees, crossing the railrosd and the stream, acd 
psuelog in the centre of the hourca, where they 
reated on their arms as the night fell. The strect 
whereon thoy rested was almost at the fout of 
the height called Cemetery Bul, and aa we 
and where many anxious rebela ctood that dsy, 
we may look up a neat and pretty strect, that rises 
an gently as one of the Faitmount streets in Phila 
delphia, until the view ta arrested by a low stone 
wall, and n flag-staif high and bare, from which tho 
fag la floating. From where we stand to the spot 
occupied by the flsg-atall Is brief apace indeed, wo 
cannot say how many rood or porches, but it would 
bo but the beglaning of a moraing walk. We eso 
see the colors, and almost count tho stars, and {t ta 
hard to imagino that whero we stand, and wheze we 
gaze, shovld be the limits of those surging tides of 
war; that tens of thousands of men should have here 
mot, and rested, and olept, and passed noxious hours, 
and dreamed pleaesot dreams of homo, and in the 
morning awoke to battle amid the war of tte guns 
that began with the break of day, We men of peace, 
who read of war in booke, and kaow how aweet thie 
thing called Life ts, find tt diiticult to realize that 
men should come #0 near each other, angry men, 
bearta burolng with hatred, and thelr hands filled 
with cunning weapons, oager to take each other's 
lives. And thus arrayed thoy rested and elopt, and 
droamed of home. 

Near the end of the town is % house to which a 
rebel sharpahooter was lodged. He was 4 sharp, 
keen, resdy markeman, and behind hie brick wall be 
managed to wound and kill many of our brave 
{rlenda who Were erecting works and arranging for 
the contest. The keen-eyed markaman became rec 
lees, however, and we were told exultlagly that 
Unlon sharpshooter slew him. Other men were 
jain, for the evidencea of death aro etill remaining. 
Gottyaburg ecems to be fond of its rears. Tho walls 
of the houses are dotted with the holea msde by 
musket balla (In one space of ten feet we counted 
thirty), and they are still fresh and bright, 6o that 
wo may atill pick away the splinters. Ail along the 
edgo of tho town, In this outer rim of houses, the 
robel riflemen were hidden, and wo ase how sharply 
and constantly they kept up the fire with the Uniog 
riflemen who kept watch behlad the low stone wail. 
‘Thue it was for the olght and morning of the 1st and 
‘el of July. Thus they watebed aud watehed, bold- 
ing each other in check, awaltlog the moment when 
the column of infantry would come from thelr re- 
treat, and open the battle. Thece marks, and {gaps 
‘and holes, the splintered boards and broken bricks, 
were but the aprinkling drops of rain that precaged 
tho tempest. 

Tho graves on Cemetery Hill show how flereely 
the tewpest raged. To the left, standiog where Ge- 
neral Howard stood and arrayed bis army {a anti 
pation of the onsct, we may sce a Dill covered 
with thick tlnber, and known as Culp’s Hl. We 
pasa along tho stil-remaloing lo of defences, aod, 
after tea miautes’ slow watk, we are among tho 
trees and lookiog into the valley. The view is beau: 
tiful even on this November day, with the eombre 


aky above, the treet bare aod shivering, and the 


ground covered with saifron-colored leaves, What 
| must tho night hove been on that beautiful July 
morning, with Nature in the fulness of her glory, 
the branches heavy with rustling follage, the ert 
fruitful and Insorlant, and far below the murmuring 
meadow stream! Winter bas showa ua how 
earnestly brave men fought among theao treca. We 
reo along this hill, and extending down its side 
| across the declivity, and up tho elde of another hill, 
| a ine of breastworks bullt of Joga, and atoner, and 
gravel, Bebind thezo bresatworks were many thou 
sande ofmen, Itscemed to General Lee that thelr 
line might be broken, and if a heavy column could 
only succeed in passing up the raving, driving the 
Union coldiers back, and holding the hill, he might 
thus divide our army in two, and whip it in detail. 
| Wo kaow that the attempt was made, and it ie with 
a barah and perhspa unchristian joy that we look 
down the biliaide and lean upon our works, aod, 
sceing the long aud narrow raviou along which the 
rebels crept, listen to the story of the tierce encoun 
ter, the conflict, and their final rout, The 
bravery of the men Who sustained that attack 
was ohown In the number of the maimed and alain. 
Tho trees are marred and riddled by muaket 
shota, the bark being ragged and pecled, and large 
trunks are shattered by round-shot and shell. Many 
of the robela who fell are buried io a trench at & 
foot of the hill, All of our frlends wore removed 
| and sro now fa tho graveyard of Cemetery Hill 

One grave remains. In the thicket of the grove, 
under s tree with Widely-spreading branches, & 
Union soldier reata. A plain board tells us that be 
was a toa of Pennsylvania, and that he Mea on bis 
| death bed. ‘His gravo {a covered with leaves brown 
od dead, as though Naturo had thrown her pall 
above him, Ho elceps alone on that wild and beau- 
tiful and sacred bilbelde. Ho sleeps as a soldier 
should sleep, in tho field of bis sscritice and bis 
fame. 

Woreturn to Cemetery Hill, and pass down our 
maln ine of battle, for after the failure of the nt- 
tempt upon our righton the hill and the ravine, 
Geo. Leo devoted himeolf to our left, ‘There is & 
succetelon of ridges running eouthweaterly from the 
Cemetery for the apace, perhaps, of two miles, tere 
inating with s high and beautiful poak, that tow~ 
erabigh above the surrounding country, and Is as 
Green toxlay as it was in Junc, It iscalled the 
Round Top, and is the oxtreme point hei by our 
forces. The Emmitsburg road runa parallel at the 
Alstance of about balfs mile. Beyond that road, in 
‘a grove of trees, or, rather, in asuccession of groves, 
the rebela wero posted. Betweon the two forces 
there faa brosd atrip of open farm land, of wheat, 
and cora, and tall graszca, On this space a part of, 
the battle waa fought, The rebels at one part ad- 
vanced, and were driven back ; at anottfer part our 
own line advanced, and was driven back. The 
carnage was fearful. As wo ride slong the 
road which on that day must have been the 
seothing centre of tho bloods whirlpool, we eee on. 
the flelds to the right and the left the veatiges of 
battlo: newly-made gravea—graves whose occupants 
have been taken to the Cometery—akclotona of 
horses, and remnnata of clothing, cartridge-boxes, 
Acoapeacke, shell and chot, We come to tho Peseh 
Orchard, Here, wo ate tolit, was the ficroe encoun 
terin whith Sickles waa wouniled. It looke very 
peacofal to-day, and no alga of war or doath—but a 
Jong trench, covored with dark clay, 1a which van= 
quished and victor rest forever. Curious men and 
Women are walkiug about uader the trees, We 
might suppose that here, at Ieast, the world would 
be forgotten. But the world ta bere—the busy, bust- 
ling, talking, money-making world—which buys and 
sells and givea in marriage, The laugh 1s heant— 
the jest {n passed ; men tall of politica, and atocke 
and trado; thrifty men ecll trinkets, and rollca, and 
refreshment; and here—cven hore, on thie cone of 
death and glory—lovera aro scen strolling and tallee 
ing and listening, finding time and opportunity-for 
sympathy and love. 

We have mentioned the peak known aa the Round 
Top. Here the Peaneylvanian will come with awe 
| and pride for every generation, for here the cous of 
Peansylyania held thelr guns and colors for forty- 
five hours, Agalnst this position Longetrect made 
dale last assault, the’sssault in which Barksdale was 
sini, At the foot of the Round Top ia ncother 
acelivity called little Round Top. The formation is 
very peculiar, It 18 covered with large maszes of 
rocks, and {2 climbing up the side it {a difmcult to 
advance without creeping, aa It were, from stone to 
stone. A writer calls it the Gibraitar of the field, 
sod Wo can ace great propriety in the name. 
From the summit, the wholo battlefield may be 
ecco} fo the distance, tho Seminary and the Bold 
where Reynolda was slain; the long lino of the 
rebel army, Gettyaburg biden by the hill, and the 
hills and pinta where for so many weary houra the 
armies inet and fought Apstt from the esd and 
the glorious ausociations of the spot, there are few 
views more magalflcent than the view from this hill. 
‘The whole tleld hes before the spectator ke a map, 
and he may #eo overy phase of the contest, the 
scone of every advance anu retreat, of every skin 
mizh and attack, aa plainly oa the lines of his 
hood. To us tho rocky bili had a atrango inte: 
reat, for hero Pennsylvania's soos received tha 
Goal rebel charge, and ended the battle. Nothing 
| could be more fitting, so we proudly thought, 
—that the fival blow against the Invaders of 
our soll should be struck by our sons, And wo 
thought of this, snd of all the glory It typlficd, ax 
we stood on the summit and fioally pleked our way 
down tte difficult aod tedfous side, Aa weeame to 
the foot, we eaw o homan skull lying upon a 
atone, We picked It up and turned It over—but it 
waa alent. Whether rebel or Unlon—frlend or 
foeman—father, 202, or lover—it told no tale. There 
it was—white, and mute, and yhastiy—grinolog, 60 
we thought, at tho curlous men and women Who 
flocked pant it, To us, it seomed that War bad be 
come a real, aubatantisl thing, and wo bad placed 
our hands upon It. 

THE TOUR OF THE PRESIDENT. 

‘Tho President and suite leit Washington 1n a spe- 
clal train at 12 o'clock, moon, Wednesday. The 
train conslated of three cars, but ueither wae more 
than half tilled. Noone rode upon this trip except 
euch as were specially Invited by tho President him- 
self, Uffcors of the Invalld Corps, with Major 
Gouersl Schenck snd other military officers, oceu- 
pled a full ear, The locomotive was handeomely 
decorated with flsga and streamers, and presented 
quite a gorgcous appearance. The patsengers wero. 
under the special chargo of Provost Marabal General 
Fry, whose arrangements for the comfort avd con- 
venience of tho Presidential party were complete 
and estifactory. There were £0 Incidenta of mo 
ment along the route to Gettyeburg, as tho train 
made no stoppages and gave no opportunities for 
the people to make any deaionstration 

At the Calvert-strect dépdt, Baltimore, a large 
crowd had assembled todo hovorto the party, ‘The 
sesombiage wae quite orderly, but cnthuslaatic. It 
was in vain that thoy called upon the President for 
Atpeech. As the cat moved nway, ho presented 
himself on the back platform, and was grected with 
repeated cheering, the honor of which he acknow- 
ledged simply with » bow. The scene forcibly sug- 
geated tho contraat betwee the present sud paat of 
Baltimore, how that now there ie auch loyalty and 
pstriotiem atnong its people, where two years ago 
there oxiated an almost ualvgreal enwmlty to the Go- 
veroment ; how the President te now sdsured of 
enfoty, hospitality, and a warmth of reception, from 
a people who, afew monthe azo, allowed party spirit 
to usurp the place of that regard now entertained 
for the Chief Masiatente. The train en!ered Gettya 


moog tho crowds that had alrendy gathered In the 
vicloity. Tce speeches and ecrenadea that followed 
In Gettysburg have already been mentioned. 

THE TOUR OF THE GOVERNOR: 

Gettysburg, av a celebration, should be in part de- 
scribed by Harrisbury—the social assemblage of the 
Governors nod generale at the State capital, the 
Interest of the citizeos, the animated and dfstin- 
gulehed character vf the tour—and we might go 
much further, for Gettysburg has moral root and 
branch far back in the trials and glories of the past, 
and forward {a the freedom and prosperity of the 
future, In that battlo the State bought another 
charter. Penosylvania celebrated teelf on Thurs 
day, and the pation came again to Ita nl, es ones 
before, upon the samo holy ground. Better still; 
Pransylvapla, at Getty aburg, was the sirine of the 
nation’s aolemalty, Oa Toursday was dedlested a. 
now State, a pew history, 8 now nation, 

‘At one o'clock, on Wednesday afternoon, the Go- 
vernors of the loyal States, accompanied by their 
respective wultes, and delegations of more oF lees 
{moportancs from the varlous Commonwealths, took: 
thelr departure from Harrieburg in special train 
provided by the Pennsylvania Ratlroad Cowpsoy, 
{n the courteous charge of Colocel Joha A. Wrixht, 
epectal ald of Governor Curtin. In all there were 
about four hundred persons {o the tran, Including 
the Indy of Governor Cartia, aod many othera, Go- 
yorcor Qurtia wae sczompanted by the (ollowlog 
aica: Lirutenaat Colonel Samuel B Thomas, in 
charge of the military ext cutive department at Hare 
rieburg;, Lleuteoant Colovel R. Biiele Roberta, 
military agent at Wnshiogtoo ; Lieuteaant Uolonel 
Joseph D. Potts, Licutesant Colonel J. Boyd Park 
er, Licuteaant Colonel Oraig Biddle, The following 


burg about dusk, aud occasioned no litde furore _

Prty: Foun Brough, Governor yc Governor

‘The pleanuro of the trip wae very general among, 
this Inrgo and ominent party, and the best feolings 
of patriotiam and soclnlity prepared them for the 
provsd and memorable rolomalty of the morrow. 

“All conatry travel 18 interesting, nud eapestally 

sour Pennsylvania billa, meadows, woods, aud fal- 
Yow Janda; more eapeeially otill, the region of the 
romantic, beauti(u), and historic Susquehanna, and 
the eacred neighborhood of the great battle-ground 
of Gettysburg. Piacon were pointed out where the 
rebels had stopped to plunder a lunch from the (ar 
mers, nad theu galloped away. The Surquebaana, 
which rose when the rebals invaded {ta hore, acem- 
ed loth to abandon, In Its course, oue acre ot the 
free rol, now thrice-preeious for having again been 
fought and won—but the train left its Inat meandor- 
ing glenm wandering into the dark. 

‘Atone of the stations Jeokina’ ragamuffins had 
driven In and decoyed a hore or two, Here and 
there peculiar geme In the wnsto scenery around 
were delightful bite of landscape, velled by ghoste of 
trees, faintly ‘colored with the yenr’s last leaves, 
contrastiog with the shapes and huca of cottaxes, 
‘The sunset ded away, night camo on, the Inmps 
were lit in tho cars,and the great assemblage of 
Joyal Governor took lunch, Tho eoidiers tought 
Gettyeburg over again, and a hundred incidents of 
tho war revlyed 1m converestion. A captatn, hot 
fn the lunge, aud twice in tho arms, was roturuing 
tothe field where be received his wounds, The no- 
ble devotion of the women of Pennsylvania, aud tho 
courage of our coldiera ware frequent themes, Oac 
passage in the day’s etory was full of aceo snd 
amurenieat. 

Arriving ot Goldsboro station, whish was reached 
about euneet, a pleasant, not to say grotesgue, eocne 
was presented, Goldsboro, 80 {ar as one could per 
ceive through the car-wialows, fe an unassuming 
rallroad atation, very much Like’ other railroad eter 
Hone, with @ restaurant, a wood-pile, n platform, 
‘and half a dozen waiting, latices poople, lounging 
purporcly around, It wae somewhere ta thle viclai- 
ty, if not at this polnt, that tho rebol cavalry, in 
their daring raid, had watered thelr horsea Lathe 
Surquetanna; and Goldsboro ean, therefore, claim 
to be Invested with come appreciable degree of blot 
rictotercst. But the cene that trapeptred here on 
Wedneedsy alternoon must entitle 1 to tenfold 
greater share of the immortal in biatory, and wo 
ahall, therefore, endeavor to reproduce it ay we wit- 
nested it, 

In the expectation that an excellent dlaner would 
be provided at York, most of tho excursioniets had 
neglested to dine before leaving Harrisburg, simply 
contenting themeelyea with a launch, But as the 
aay wore on, and York Was almost as far away aa 
ever (for the train was aubjest to periodic and vexa- 
‘Yous interruptions, occurring every half hour or 20), 
very many of the party began to have a resilzing 
sense of the gnawinge of hunger. No sooner had 
the train halted at Goldsboro, therefore, than the 
cara wero cleared ss though in the twinkling of au 
oye, and a slmultancous ruthy in which generale, 
colonels, inisters of the Gospel, membera of the 
press, and a few other famiehed individuals, particl- 
pated, was made for the only elgnof a reotaurant 
anywhere discernible. It was not’much of s restau- 
rant. Evidently it was not built for extraordinary 
occasions, and the entire atoci: in trade would barely 
hve ouiilced to ret up a eutler of moderate buat- 
neesiiens, The demand exceeded the supply, and 
everything at all edible, upon the most liberal cou- 
mtruction of tho word, was specsily disponed of 

The lessons of experience are apt to appeal to the 
common sense of the most unressonable peoples 
and, therefore, the esnguine people who, from blind 
trust in York, had come dianerlees from Harrisburg, 
zeeing that the proepect of m hearty meal grew small 
Dy degrece, and beautifully Jess, determined to em: 
brace the present opportunity to appease thetr appe 
tite. Very. soon the platform was thronged by a 
motley aud curious assemblege of gentlemen, re- 
galing themaclves for the most part upon petritied 
Eingerbrend, apples, genau candy, Governor Denl- 
gon exhibited bis gallantry by enrrying an armful of 
stalo gingericaies to the Isaies’ car, “Governor Sey- 
mour ventured upon come persimmons, which must 
have been ripe, ashis oxpreesivo features retained 
‘their wonted immotility, John Brough, the newly- 
chosen Governor of Oh{o, oxtemporized m lunch of 
otackers and checss, Governor Qurtin, lensing 
against tho restnuraot window, #0 that his head 
completely obliterated all view of n jar of tobscco, 
also indulged in persimmons ; and the Hon. Simon 
Cameron chewed unsntiefactorily at a greenish 
apple. There were other personages in the gather 
ing not lees distinguished, but se there wae a con 
tinuous and frantic scramble, the groups were cou: 
stantly changing, and it was next to impossible ty 
view the individual odditiesof the contused tableaux. 
It was a shiftiog kaleidoscope of Governors, ginger 
ake, and generale, sn nothing more could be antd 
of it by way of deseription, 

The Governors, generally conspicuoua by thelr 
individual character, were more or lers congregated 
ap loyal Governors, Ilice loyal States should be, and 
formed at ove tine a very interesting group, Go- 
Yernor Curtio, ntraight, tall, clean faced, was pro 
bably the haadsomest gentleman of the party ; Sey+ 
mour, with lia quick eyes, gentlemanly bearing, 
and bland and polished manners, might claim to 
Aivide thehonor. Join Brough ts truly repretented 
fn his nsme—n corpulent, farmer Ilke, homespun, 
spyestzeataantiritt ofull'aal rosy CoumenisaeeepTt 
Aceerves mention, as perhaps the most edifylog aud 
remarkable incident of the ecene, that the courtly 
Governor Seymour sad the rough Ohlo Governor 
greeted ench other very cordially. ‘Whore ts Val- 
Iandigham?” asked Governor Seymour, with dry 
pleasantry. “Jn Canada,” eald Brough, lacontcally. 
These two repreeentative Governors were alter 
wards scen walling dowa the line of the roail en: 
gaged {n friendly dinlogue. What they anld is left 
to speculation, apd cannot be reported; but Mr. 
Brough did not quarrel, and Governor Soymour 
Was apparently satistied, 

Birgteld’s brigade band formed a material portion 
of the excursion, its excellent music being an attrac- 
tion that cerved in a grest degree to while away the 
houre of whet would otherwise have been a very 
tedious journey, The brigade band having entistied 
‘tho cravings of huager, proceeded to discourse musto 
Of the most entertaining description, which rouse 
Goldsboro to a sente of the importance of the voce: 
pion, nv was evinced by the number of tidy women 
who came tripping down the by-pathe to the focus of 
attraction, In conclusion, the national anthems 
‘were played in the usual spirited atyle, and then 
gentleman proposed ‘three cheers for Andrew CG 
Curtin!" which were given with rousing vehe- 
mene. Governor Qurtin blushed elightly, and 
bowed ia recogaltion of the compliment. ‘Tho crowd 
waa a very considerate one, and did not extort a 
speoch {rom hie Excellency. 

A halfdozea miles or 60 beyond Gollaboro ata- 
tion some person propored to telegraph to York to 
have a supper propared for the party. ‘The suggee- 
ton was pronounced s capital one, and General 
I upon reacbing the nextetation, keat a de- 
apatch, directed to the postmaster st Yorks, giving 8 
gentle hint to that etlect. To this message the reply 
was received, “All right! In the happy frame of 
mind induced by this encouraging response, not the 
cast merit of which was ta Spartan brevity, the in- 
tervening miles were ground out with tolerable 
speed by the locomotye pistons, and when the magic 
Word “York” was beard s feeling of proud trlumph 
awelled many a huogry borom, Gen, I— having 
taken tho aifair in charge, was among the tirst to 
alight from the train, belng accompanied by a acore 
ofother gentlemen. Diligent search wna made for the 
promised supper, but it seemed that 20 eupper eould 
be found, Around the doors of # hotel near the 
Passenger tation, howaver were found gathered a 
Rroup of bose and gisle, provided with baskets, °., 
contatuing ples and oskee, which tuoy did not ceem 
to have avy idea of doontlog for tue bovetit of tho 
gubernatorial party. The General, therefore, found 
It neceeeary to enter into negotiations, He bad 
cntercd upon this taok, and was proceeding with 
the most gratlfylog auccese ; but, as fortune would 
ave it, the engineer knew nothlog of tho mntter, 
‘and in epite of the General's benevolent intentions, 
the train started olf, ewidenly, leaving himeclf and 
few choren comrades alone, to thelr dire diswsy. 
Tho merrimeat produced among tho pneseagers, 
whon the incident became generally known, was of 
‘a mott edifying character, sod waa accopted as aro 
compente iu full for the loes of the supper. In fact,

Ip 1s OVER Now—that grand and solemn 
consecration of the battle-ficld of Pennsy)- 
yania, the eternal hills and plains of Get- 
tysburg—first consecrated by the anguish 
and death of thousands of our bravest, by 
their victory so dearly won, and now 
dedicated to perpetual peace. Now the 
ground is doubly sacred by the blood of 
the slain and the blessing of the people. 
The many thousands who on the 19th inst. 
moved among those iminemorial fields of 
glory have departed; the President, who 
there met the loyal men of al States, has 
returned to his high duties happier and 
stronger for the revelation of their trust in 
his wisdom. Eloquence and music are 
silent now, and the dead are left alone in 
their silent graves. Itisenough. Tothem 
the last funereal honors are paid, and now 
it is for us to so live that they will not have 
died in vain. 

The dedication of tho National Cemetery 
must be a new dedication of the nation to 
the holy cause for which, for two years, it 
has battled. From the sepulchre of heroes 
must spring the soul of heroism, and the 
living must liye with all their life for the 
truth for which the dead have died. For 
Government, for Freedom, for Union, the 
lives of thousands, whose bones lie scattered 
from the Potomac to the Gulf, were offered, 
‘There are few of us, who in our happy homes 
read of war, who need sacrifice life or fortune 
for our country. But can we not sacrifice 
prejudices, past political ties, and party pre- 
cedents? Men of all parties marched un- 
der the national flag as American soldi 
fought and died, not as Democrats or Re. 
publicans, but as patriots, and cannot we 
emulate their loyalty, even though we may 
not equal their sacrifices ? 

In the presence of the sublime thoughts to 
which this great and solemn occasion gives 
birth, we dare not speak as partisans, We 
dare not arguo as friends of any man or any 
administration. Those will pass away, even 
as the thunders of the bate have ceased to 
echo, and the agonies of the wounded are 
ended. The administraton of Anranax 
Lrxcoin will end, and of those who now 
direct the path of the nstion tew will live 
when twenty\years have passed. Bnt Free- 
dom will not die, and it is our duty to leave 
to our children the Union we received from 
our fathers. This we cannot do by oppo- 
sing the Government which embodies the 
Union, by quarreling with its measufes, 
and dividing into parties upon questions of 
subordinate importance. This we can only 
do by unanimous and loyal action—by for- 
getting party—by giving our souls to the 
work, as the horoes of Gettysburg gave 
their lives. We are Americans; our Go- 
yernment is threatened with destruction; 
and if this truth cannot unite us upon a na- 
tional platform, then we need no National 
Cemetery at Gettysburg. Then the war is 
in vain, and those who have fallen are hap- 
pily dead, being spared the spectacle of their 
country’s shame, But why should we re- 
peat this argument’? twenty States have 
enforced it, and last week it was triumph- 
antly sustained by Delaware. All the pa- 
triotism of the nation is not interred at 
Gettysburg, 


IS IT AGAIN “ON TO RICHMOND 

The condition of the Union soldiers in the 
Richmond prisons is terrible. These men 
are starving, They are starving while the 
whole North is longing to supply them

Nuw Yon, Nov. 23.—Jobn Minor Botta! letter 
to tho Richmond Examiner, under date of Ootobor 
18, has been recelyed from the corresjwudent of the 
Auoclstel Prees with the Army of the Potomac, 

Mr, Botts denies the charge that he, in an inter- 
view with an Iodians major, proclaimed bimzelf a 
Union man without any if or bute, He bad no 
euch faterview, and used no such Iapguage, He de 
nics having eald that be wished the Federal geno 
rals know half that he knety of the rebela, and their 
Tesources and Intentions, He {s not in the conti- 
dence of the Government or the commanders of ite 
forces, and, therefore, of their inteutions, and is 
profoundly ignorant of their resources. 

In reply to the charge of the Examiner, that be 
abhorred the Government, but loved its money, be 
cay 

“Whatever I may think of the Government, yet 
I never felt myself entiroly at liberty in thia Jand of 
freedom to sap-hslf aa much against iio Admiolatree 
tion aa Tbave read ia your own cditorial columns, 
But If I have never made profersiona of devotion to 
the Government, I have never ceased to feel s warm 
Snterest in the welfare-of the people of Virginia, 
with whose progperity and freedom my own are en- 
tirely {entitled ; and I will tako ocension to aay 
bere what T'yatd to Gen. Mende, and_hava sald to 
all, that my earcest prayer le that this revolution 
may reevit In whatever may contribute moat to the 
permanent peace, happiners, prosperity, and sree 
dom of the people of Virglnin. ‘These are the bless- 
ings of n good Government ; this la what I suppore 
is deetred acd almed ot by all, unlees tho eelfiab poll- 
tictaus, and the corrupt speculstors in and out of the 
army, may conafitute an exception ; they care not 
what sort of sGoverament they live under, provided 
they Mil the high places and havo thelr poskets well 
Mined. Wo may ditfer possibly, and perhaps honestly, 
as to tho best meanc of attaining these destrabloends 
If it ts by the succes of the revolution, thea I pray 
God that the revolution may succeed; but if by a 
restoration of the Union, then I hope the Union may 
be restored. Whal I want 1s aGovernment that bas 
the will and power to protect my person and my 
property azatost all abueer, and that I would prefer 
living 98 I did before the war, to living as I havo 
done since the war is beyond all question ; I would 
be a madman or a fool if I did not, and a Knaye and 
hypoerito If I were to pretend otherwiee, 

Mr, Botte centes having done anything to which 
tho Confederate Government oan complain, uolees 
it be that be hae cot become Democratized, and 
made no concessions to Democracy, On the other 
hand, he complaing, tirst, that the power of the 
legislative bracch of the Goveroment haa been 
eopecisily directed against bim. Second, that 
the power of the executive branch of the 
Government has been oxecrated against bim 
when under this detestable, unwritten, and un- 
Known code called martial law. Upon no charge 
preferred which they dared to preseat before 
the Court of Inquiry, they had him arrested in hie 
ded, and hurried to a filthy necro jail, where he was 
kept to aolitary confinement for elght weeks, when,

Mr, Botts dentes that Gen. Meade took dinner at 
dia table, yet makes known that be invited him to 
do 20, aud reeretted that his constant engagements 
prevented his acceptance, and should be return to 
the viclnity the offcace would be repeated. The 
truth in, be bas entertained freely and hospitanly 
the officers and gentlemen of both armies whore ac- 
qustatance he has enjoyed, and shall continue to do 
#0 as long as ho {s master of his own lands. 

Hitherto [have been allent,”’ saya Mr, Botts, “as 
to the wrongs, Injuries, aud indignities that baye been 
heaped upon me, but I am nota spaniel to ie down.

“T cannot be taduced to swerve one halrsbreadth 
from the line of conduct that my own judgment and 
consclence may dictate, which 1s to take no lot, part,

A 
movement, lorg foreshadowed and for some time 
nolkclesaly taking placo, has at Inst accompliched 
And announced {tevlf. General Sherman's corpa haa 
Joined to the right of Grant's forces, 1n the region of 
Chattanooga, Sherman himeelf having reperted at 
the headquarters of Geu. Thomas. This event {sof 
the higheat value to the military altuation,and almost 
determines at once the fate of the rebel cauee In the 
‘West. The leaders of the enemy dealgned to prevent 
this junction, or delay it for » very long time, 
TheiFutter failure io this particular, and the ina 
bility of Bragg, in the interveolog period, to make 
any hoadway at Chattanooga, must prove dis 
heartening, Sherman skilifully threw out forces 
‘sufiolent to amuso the enemy along tho Memphis 
‘nd Obarlorton Railroad, by Tuscumbia, &o., while 
ho sent the great body of his troops forward by 
another route, He has left ble department 
undor excellent guard, while be bab given fore 
midable reinforcement to the Army of the 
Cumberland. If there ia truth in the rumor 
that tho rebel Goveroment 1a again sending 
forces to Bragg by Southwestern Virgina or 
{com Oharlcston, this fact may explain it, But, 
in avy cago, the enemy appears to be plased at final 
disadvantage. , Longatrect, who was reported to be 
marching upon Burnside, has need of greater vigor, 
or must retur nt once to the main army under 
Bragg, in peril of being intercepted and deatroyed. 
Grant's army, it would seom, has now forco enough 
to operate with equal vigor upon the right and le(t 
of tho-enomy, whose retirement upon Rome and 
Atlanta may bo reckoned a foregone coucluston. 
Recents events abundantly prove that our military 
suthorities are neither 0 deficient in moans 
or sagacity as to be outnumbered aad out 
generalled in the Weat.

Botta defends his course of neutrality ; declares bis 
earnest feelings for the old Government, nud 13 
proud to avow that ho invited General Meade to 
dine with him, just s3 he had algo invited officers of 
tho rebel army. Ho compares his imprizonment for 
eight weeks in a Ioatheome negro jail with the bo! 
ter treatment received. by Vallandigham, who had

‘Tue robels say they have almost nothing whoro- 
with to feed the Union prisoners at Richmond, yet 
the Common Council of that elty has just voted $60,«

papers also give"the following statistics of Union 
prisoners io and about the capital: Prieonersof war, 
12,747; citizen prisoners, 3; Yankee deeertera, 3; ue- 
groce, 22—total, 12,775. Among there are 253 com- 
mlsejoned officers of different grades, from brigadier 
general down to third lieutenant. There sro also 
eighty-four surgeons {a the lot. Sevea hundred of 
theeo pritonera were, on the 14th, sent to Danville, 
and seven hundred will be scat daily to that polnt 
uot four thousand are thus disposed of. It is 
understood that several thousand will alto be sent 
to Lynchburg. 

Tae battle of Bayou Couteau, Louisisna, took 
place on the 32, Gen, Wasbbura tn command of 
‘our troopa, which were attacked by s superior force, 
commanded by Walker and Mortoa, Tho rebels 
Were routed with a loss of 1,300, and driven to (ipe- 
Jousas. Washburn (nad (etait wero surrounded, but 
hewed thelr way through. Two aattonal rogimente 
Were captured. Since the battle, our forces were in 
retreat 10 Vermililonville. 

Tux elty of Vicksburg bas beca greatly impros 
under Federal rule, It has been cleaned of ita accu- 
mulated garbage and tilth, tho barricades of earth 
have been removed from the strects, numerous 
stores have recently been reopened, aud, though 
Little business Ja yot tranzacted, it is hoped the em- 
bargo upon trade may toon be removed, and then 
there will be grost activity. Many churches acd 
schools are again open, and the peaceful pursuit of 
trade and traille aro gradually gaining ground. 

Ix East Tennessee the loyal st North Carolioa 
Regiment baye already had an opportunity to ehow, 
what alulf they are made of. At Warren Spring, oa 
the French Braneb, thoy were attacked on Tucs- 
day by a force opectally seat sgalcst them, under 
ol. “Bob” Vance, brother of the Governor. They 
fought In frout of the houses in the village, and be- 
haved with great coolucss and bravery.

the course of the missiles as they come and go on 
their destructive errand. The thundering echoes re- 
aound from height to height, thrown back and forth 
acrosa the valley by the opposing walls of rock, 
until their power {s epent, and one after another 
they whiaper themselves to silence. 

‘A few Anya alnce two shells passed just over the 
log edifice which we have dignified az our headquar- 
tere, and buried themselves in the corn- field beyond. 
‘They eavg merrily as they Hew past our chimney? 
‘and went on their way, leaving us no oconsion to re= 
gret their chort stay in our Immediate vieloity. The 
Uay after the battlo of Wouhatchie, over 300 of these 
musical ambsteadors were sent from Lookout 
‘Mountain into our eamp on the battlefield. Ourcasu- 
alties were few—the men protecting themselves be 
hind a friendly tree, or in the entrenchments they 
were constructing,

THE ISSUE OF TREASURY NOTES. 

By the act of March 3d, 1563, the Seoretary of the 
‘Treavury is authorized to {amue four hundred mil- 
Mons of doliara 4m Treasury notes, running not 
longer than three years, and bearing intercst at a 
rate not higher than elx percent,, which he can 
make a legal.tender for the faco value, Under thie 
authority tifty milllons of two-yeara notes, at tive 
per cent, interest, payable every six monthe, were 
negotieted with the associated banks of the three 
cities on the Sth of September last. These notes 
are to boa legal tender for thelr face, and, if paid 
out by the banks, will toa great extent oporata ag 
an equivalent increage of the currency. Plates 
have been prepared for the {ssue of one-year notes 
atthe same rate of lotereat, payablo at maturity 
with the punelpal, which notes are slao s legal 
tender, but no decision has yet been arrived at as 
totheir issue, The aggregate amount of United 
Mates legal-tender notes which {the Secretary has 
Den authorized by various acts of Congress to give 
iste absolutely, {s four bundred millions.

Two cavalrymen, who were outside of the lines, 
were pursued by mounted guerillas yesterday pearly. 
to Oallett's Station, The cavalrymen czonped, but 
two privates, of the 1424 Pennsylvania Infantry, 
wore enptured. 

Laat evening, between twenty and thirty guerillas 
came up to our lines neat Mannesas aud fired their 
pleces at our pickets, ‘They Wore immediately pur- 
sued and fred upon, but noae of them were captured, 
Four of them subecquently made their appearance 
at Nokesville, but fled from the ratlroad guard, who 
puraued them, 

Several rebel soldiera and citizens, rome of the 
former being deserters, and the Intter prisoners, 
wore ncnt to Washington Inst night, Sowo of tho 
citizens tried to bribe the guard to sllow them to 
eacnpe, 

General Russell, tho hero of Rappabannook Sta- 
thon, went to Washington to-day. ' 

A quadron or two of the 6th New York and 3d 
Virgals Cavalry, of Buford’s command, under Onpt. 
Couger, of tho Intter regiment, made 9 reconnolc- 
tanco yesterday in the direetion of Sperryville, and 
captured a rebel herd of two huadred ano thirty- 
two cattle, fourteen horses, and fifteen herdors. 
The esttle were turned over to the division commts- 
anry, Capt, Hale,

Wasuinoron, Nov. 23.—It was published here 
to-day, and telegraphed North, that the Army of 
the Potomac at daybreak commenced an advance 
upon the enemy, but geatlemea who arrived from 
the front to-night aro entirely ignorant of the alleged 
movement. The announcement was premature. 
~ Advices received from the Army of the Potomac 
to-night say that the heavy aform of Saturday, while

‘They 
‘will terminate inthe triumph of our {otereate, and 
i{ prejudiced minds do not divine the frultfulaces 
encloaed in the germs depoalted for the future, 
us not tarnish the glory thug acquired at the extre- 
mities of the globe, st Pekin, and a at Pela, 20 at 
Mexteo. 

The Polish ineurrection exacts more of explana- 
tion. Wheo the insurrection broke out, the Go- 
veroments of Rusoia and Fraace were on the beat of 
relations. Since the peace, the great European 
questions bave found them In accord, and Ido not 
Uctitate to declare it. During the Ital/sn war, as at 
the time of the annexation of the provinces of Nioc 
nnd Savoy, the Emperor lent a most sincere and 
cordial support. 

That good understandiog demanded scrupulous 
caro, aud I must have believed the Polish cause very 
popullar in France, not to hesitate to compromise 
one of the first alliances on the continent, end to 

my voleo in favor of n nation rebellious in the 
eN¥s o€ Russia, but in oureyes the hetr ot m cight 
Inacribed in history and in treaties. Noverthe!eaa, 
that queation toucbed the gravest Intereate. It could 
not be treated in isolation by France. Anoffsnceto 
our honor or 8 menace against our froutier would 
alone impore on us the duty of sction without pre- 
Mminary concert, It becomes, theralore, necezsary, 
avat the epoch of the events in the Esat and ia 
Syria, tocome to an underatandiog with the Powers 
Which had reasons aad righte on which te pronounce 
similar opiotons to our own, ‘The Polish tasurrce- 
tion, on whieh Ite endurance Impriated national 
character, awaliened sympathies overywhere, and 
the object of diplomacy was to attract to that cause 
the greatest possible number of adheslors. 

‘Unhappily our disiatercated counsels have been 
interpreted a8 an intimstion of the steps of Eng- 
land, Auetris, and France. In place of checking the 
struggle, ithas done nothing but embitter it, Oa 
both eidea ace committed exceases which, in the 
name of humanity, we must equally deplore. What, 
then, remaina to be done? Are we reduced to tho 
polo alternatives of war or silence! No! Without 
Tushing to arms, and without remaining silent, 
means are Jeft to'ua; thst ic, to submit the Polis 
eause to ao European tribuaal. Ruesta has al- 
ready declared that conferences in which all 
other queations now agitating Europe should 
be debated, would in nowlse wound her dig- 
nity. Let'us noto tho fact. Upoo thin decla- 
ration Jot it corve as to extinguish at onco, 
for all, the fermentiogo of discord which are ready to 
burst out on all aides aud out of the very maladics 
‘of Europe, agitated cverywhero by the clewente of 
diseolution. Let a new era of order and pesce be 
born, Has not the momeat come for a recouetruc- 
tion on a now basis of tho editice ehaken by time 
and destroyed by bitter revolutions! Js it not ur 
gent to recognize by our conventions that which the 
peace of the world demands! Aa Jor treatlen, the 
force of things has overthrown them, or tenda to 
overthrow them almost everywhere.’ They have 
becn violated In Greece, Belgiim, Franco, and Italy. 
Germany, on the Danube, la endeavoring to change 
them, Engiand has genctally modified them by cee 
sfons of the Tonian jelands, and Russia tramples 
thom under foot in Wareavw. 

In the mldet of thece excessive violations of the 
fundawental European pact, ardent passions have 
been excited, and in the South aa in the North 
powerful Intereste demand s solution, What, then, 
more legitiwnte or more seartblc than to ‘invite 
the Powers of Europe to a Cogcees tn which 
self-interests and retistance would disappesr be 
foros supreme arbitration? What more  con- 
formable to the ideas of the epoch, to the will 
of tho grester Dumber—than to spenic in the 
consciences and reason of statesmen of every 
country, aod esy to them: “Have not tho 
prejudices and rancor which divide us lasted 
Jong enought Shall a jealous rivalry of the 
Great Powers ‘uncenalvely impede the pro- 
gress of olvilization? Are we still to maintain 
mutual dlatruct by exaggerated armameate! Must 
our most precious retources be indefinitely exbauet- 
ed in vain display of forces? Must wo cternally 
maintain a condition of things which 1s neither 
peaco, with its security, nor war, with ite chances of 
guccess| Let us no longer attach a flotitious tu 
portance to tho subveralve spirit of extreme partice 

‘oppoalog ouraelyes, 00 narrow caleniations, to 
the legitimate aspirations of the people, Let ushaye 
the courage to substitute for n sickly and precarious 
condition (of thioga a situation rolid aod regula 
oven should it cont ue ascrifices, Lctua asec 
ble without preconecived syateme, without exclu. 
sive ambition, aulmated alone by the thought 
of establishing an order of things founded for tho 
future on the well-understood interests of overeigns 
and of the people’ ‘This appeal, Lam happy to be- 
Move, will bo Hotened to by all. A refuaal would 
auggest tho exiatoace of avoret projects which shua- 
ped the Light. But even should the proposal be 
unsoimously agreed to, It would produce the im- 
mente advantage of having pointed out to Europe 
where the danger Itea and wherosafcty. Two patho 
are open—one conducts to progress by conelliation 
aud peace; tho other soouer or later leads {atally to 
war, from obstioncy in matntaining a course whlch 
in slouiog beneath the fect. You kpow sow, gen- 
tlemen, the language which T propose to hold to- 
wanta ‘Europe.

topfiler, Unhappily, the low standard of capacity 
snd morals set up aad deaouaced by thoes who de- 
cline pabiic Ilfe, aod practically but too often ax 
knowledged by politicians, 1s another of the evil 
portenta which threaten our country. OL the cor. 
rupting fofnencea of avarice at ali tinea I need not 
peak. But, more debasing aod dsggorous atill, in 
seatous ofxeeat publis-commotion, 1s the execrable 
| vice of fenr. All these combined, make up that most

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WHA? IS YHT TO BE DONE. 
We are in the Just weeks of the year 1863. | 
‘Phe winter is upon us, and we count the 
days that will bring us to Christmas. It is 
perhaps too much to ask from our military 
men any decisive deeds during this incle- 
ment season. The rebelsin the east seem 
to be going into winter quarters, sud in the 
west (here is nothing that would gratify 
General BracG more than an opportunity 
of doing the same thing. Our military ope- 
rations during the “latter part of the 
year 1863 may be summed up in Vicksburg, 
Gettysburg and Chattanooga, The fruits 
of Vicksburg have been gathered, aud Gene- 
ral BANKs is finishing the harvest. Get- 
tysburg has forever ended the dream of a 
rebel invasion of the North. At Chatta- 
nooga we fought for a position, or rather 
ave fought to save ourselyes from disaster. 
We consider Chattsnooga a drawn battle. 
So far asthe mere contest of arms is con- 
cerned the rebels may claim an advantage, 
and yet the rebel newspapers are de- 
nouncing Brace with vindictive earnest- 
ness because he has gained nothing by 
his campaign. Since the battle, there has 
been the long pause that in this war has al- 
ways succeeded battles—a pause necessary 
to allow the wounded to be healed—the 
wasted regiments to be recruited—the ord- 
nance, the commissary, and quartermasters? 
stores to be replenished. The attack of 
LonasTreet upon BurnstDE was evidently 
prompted by'a desire to rectify one of the 
misfortunes of Braoc's campaign—the Fe- 
deral occupation of East Tennessee, There 
is a military as well asa political meaning 
in this attempt. The strategic importance 
of East Tennessce has slays been appre- 
ciated by the rebels—and they have spared 
no effort to holdit. ‘The tyranny and terror 
of their occupation will never be forgotten, 
and will'be remembered, in connection with 
Labby'Prison and the treatment of our co- 
lored soldiers in South Carolina, as the infa- 
mies of rebel infamy. The remembrance 
of this conduct on the part of the rebels 
makes it a matter of national honor and 
duty to protect the persecuted friends of the 
Union at every hazard. East Tennessee, 
too, is a barrier against any rebel invasion 
ot the North, and will prevent any rebel 
accupation of Kentucky, 

There is every indicstios that at Chatta- 
nooga the greatest battle of the war will be 
fought. General Grant has under him the 
largest army of the Union; General Brace 
‘has under him the largest army of the re- 
bellion. The rebels know the importance 
‘of maintaining their position in Northern 
Georgia, snd we cannot but {eel that a vic- 
cory there would crush the rebel militory 
power. The rebels have been draining 
every township and district in the South of 
their able-bodied men, and sending them to 
swell the army under Brace. The Rich- 
mond journals say that it is now ‘fully as 
large as any general can handle.” We 
might say the same of our army under 
Grant, He has as many men as can well 
be managed, and we see from the Western 
papers that other forces are being sent to 
his aid. We are glad of this, for it shows 
thet our Government does not share with 
the people in the fe-ling-of contented apathy 
‘that is everywhere manifest, The Adminis- 
tration does not overrate the work we have 
done, nor underrate the work we have to 
do. ‘There has been such an absence of inte- 
rest in the war among our people since the 
great successes of the summer, that we have 
dreaded it as a positive danger. We had a 
similar feeling and incurred a similar danger 
afer the battle of Fort Donelson. When 
Gen, Grant captured Buckner and his 
army the nation was 80 rejoiced over the 
success that it spent the next two months in 
shouting and burning fireworks. The rebels 
quietly retreated into Bfississippi, with 
amazing energy organized a new army, and 
hurled it wpon our forces with such power 
that we narrowly escaped defeat. The coun- 
try was so well satisfied with one victory— 
a victory that came like a star in the dark- 
ness and gloom of night—that it believed 
the rebellion was over, and lay down to 
sleep. Shiloh ended the repose. When 
Vicksburg and Gettysburg were conquered, 
the country was again satisfied that the re- 
hellion was closed, and again was disposed 
to gotosleep. Chattanooga was a shock ; 
but hardly rude enough, for the country was 
so well pleased with its former triumphs 
/that it did not seem disposed to take the 
lesson a past experience hud taught. Nor 
are we sure tbat it rightly understands the 
danger of the situation now, 

“Let us,” said the President, standing 
over the honored graves of Gettysburg, ‘be 
dedicated to the great tasks remaining be- 
fore us, that from this honored day we take 
increased devotion to that cause for which 
they here gave the Inst full measure of devo- 
tion; that we here highly resolve that these 
dead shall not bave died in vain; that the 
nation shall, under God, have » new birth.” 
There is n meaning in these words of 
Apranan Lrxcoun that every citizen 
should study, We have still much to do. 
‘There is a great work before us. We 
have done nobly. Asa nation we bave ac- 
complished more than nny nation in history.

ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS ON SOUTHERN 

GRIEVANCES. 
‘The following speceh of Mr, Stephens, the present 
Vice President of tho rebel Confedcracy, was de- 
livered in the Georgin State Convention in January, 
1851, It will be remembered that Ar. Stephens, 
just before that time, made a Unton specs to the 
people. The language of this addresa to the Con 
vention is even stronger than that of his more fa 
mous speech. It {a n crushing reply to those North- 
ern sympathizers with the rebels, Who are coustant- 
ly proclaiming that ‘the South " was injured, and 
come abort of it rghta in tho Uaton, ‘Mr, Stephens 
anid : 

“Tia atep (of aecension), onoo taken, can pover 
be recalled; and all the baleful and witheribg cou 
tequences that must follow will rest on the Conven- 
tlon for all coming time. When we nnd our pos- 
terity shall sec our lovely South desolated by the 
Geman of war, which Uils act of yours will incvllably 
invite and call forth; when our green fields of waving 
harvest abali be trodden down by the murderous 
soldiery and fiery cat of war sweeping over our 
Tana; cur temples of justice Iald ia sabes; all the 
horrors and desolations of war upon ua; sho but 
this Convention soill bs held responsible for it? nod who 
but him who shall have givea bis voto for this une 
Wise and Dl-timed measure, ao I honeatly thinic acd 
Delleve, shall be held to strict account for tals ruicidel 
tel by the present generation, and probably cursed and 
Caecreled by pouterily for all conting tine, ior the wide 
fod desolatiog rula that will inevitably follow this 
act you bow propore to porpetrate? 

THE NOWTH LLAMBLESS,

to be added in duc time, it'you, by this unwise and 
impolitic act donot destroy this hope, sui, porbapy, 
dy it lose all, and have your Inst slave wrenobed 
from you by stern military rule, a9 South Amerien 
and Mexico were; or by the vindictive decree of a 
Rulversal emancipation, which may reagonaby be 
expested to follow 1 

WHAT THY SOUTH MAD IN THE UNION. 
‘But, again, gentlemen, what have we to gain 
by this proposed change of our relation to the Ge 
neral Government? We have always had the con- 
trol, and can yet, if we remain in it, nnd ore as 
united as we have beea. Webave hai a majority 
of the Presidents chosen from the South, as well ag 
the control nod management of most of those 
ohoaen from the North. We have hed oixty yoarw 
of Southern Preaidents to thelr twenty-four, thus 
controlling the executive department, So of che 
jucozs of the Supreme Court, we have had eighteen 
from the South, and but eleven from the North 5 
although nearly’ four-tifths of the judicial business 
has arisen fa the free States, yet a mojority of the 
court bas slwaya beea {rom the South, Thia we 
bave required, 20 aa (o guard agalnat any interpretae 
ton of the Gonalitution unfavorable to us. To Ite 
manner, swe have been equally watch(ul to guard our 
interests in the legislative branch of Government, 
Tn choosing the presidiog presidents (pro, ters.) of 
the Senate, wo bave hadtweaty: four to thelr eleven, 
Speakera of the House, we bave had tweuty-threo, 
Bud they tivelve. While the majority of the Repro 
tentatives, {rom thelr greater population, have 
Ways been (rom the North, yet we have ao xenerally 
secured the Speaker, becaues he, to s greater ex- 
tent, shapes and ecutrols the legislation of the 
country. 

‘Nor beve we had lesa control ta every otber do 
partment of tho Gencral Government. Attoracy 
Geocrals wo have had fourteen, walle the North 
have had but five. Forelgn mipletera we have nad 
clghty-aix, and they but fifty-four. While threo

the room for many minutes In a porfest fury of 
pastio, which found but partiel vent in the most 
fearfol onthe and most terrible invective aimed at 
myself, 

‘If you were m chaplain,” be eaid, “I should 
know what to do with you, and if I could have my 
own way, I know exactly what I abould do with 
you=T would hang evcry d—n one of you! Look at 
the condition of the country ! Look at our widows 
and our orphans, and our desolated homes! Tust 
thidk of the blood we have ehed, and tho treanuro 
we bavo spent, acd the bitter sorrows we have 
been compelled to suffer—aad all for auch Infamous 
scoundrele ss you! It is such men as you who are 
waging this war upon our liberties. It {a you who 
have done all this, and are responsible for it. Now, 
what oucht to be done with youl What ought Ito 
do with euch s villstn ag yout” 

From bie pointed manner, be seemed to be of 
opinion that, having pat an unanewersble question 
tome, I would not, as n reasoning cresture, ca- 
deavor to cvade it; but, villain aa I was, would 
frackly admit that I cd brought on the war, and 
was willing to suffer martyrdom for such ap indie, 
cretion, But, as I was contemplating with surpriee 
aud bewilderment an oxbibltion of rage that ecemed 
ro totally uncalled-for, I did not reply immediately 
to his question; and when I would have spoken, 
he gave was to such another outburst of nolsy vin- 
dictivencss that my words would have pasted un- 
heeded, and, therefore, I was silent. When the 
storm of his fury bnd exhausted iteelf in denuacin- 
ton and profanity, not often beard from the ps of 
judge or general, he calmed down to a more rational 
frame of mind. At length, in the tone of one who 
is willlog to sacrifice the opportunity of avenging 
privato wroage for the nobler ogportunity of treat- 
ing hic onemy with magnanimity, he remarked, 
loftily, with a wave of hia right arm: 

“Tamamilitary man, and have nothing to do 
with you, I will hand you over to the elvil autho- 
ritien for endeavoring to Incite negro insurrections, 
contrary to the Inwa of tho State !”” 

Iremarked ina tone of xclf-deprecation that I 
had not done any such thing, nor thought of It. 

“ Well)!" eald General Terry, “You were caught 
in our lines ; that {s enough,” and left the room, 

A gaunt and filthy Texan ranger then ecized me 
Sneoleatly by the shoulders, and pulled me out of 
the hospital building. A horeo without enddle or 
bridle, and with only 8 halter, was furnished mo 
with the information that I must mount and follow 
clozely 1a the path of the general, who was already 
in the esddle. In compliance with the injanction, 
Irode that day sixteon miles on my sharp-trotting 
Confederate horse. In this way we proceeded to 
Tunnel Hill, and thence to Atlante, where, aloog 
with some other prisohera I was thrown into the 
barracks and kept two nighta and two days. Here

THE LATE MAJOR OHARLE 

Laat month, the grave closed over Charles F, Tag 
part first Major in the Second Pennsylvania Oavalry. 
A native of Virginin, he fell, as a brave man would 
wish to fall, in defence of the Unton, battling on his 
native coll againat her Seceastoniete, At the time 
of bia desth, he was only thirty-one years old. 

Major Tazgart as educated in the Univermty of 
Pennsylvania, whence he went Into merosntile pur- 
sults. His taste for aud Knowledge of chemistry 
would probably have helped to make him an ablo 
medical man, had ho so determtoed. When the Re 
vellion broke out, Charles F, Taggart went on tho 
three months’ service, aa Quartermaster in the 
Firet City Troop, ta which ho had been eorgeant for 
aconpiderable time. He returned to Philadelphia, 
in August, 1561, prostrated by typhold fever, {rom 
which he rlowly recovered. In the following No- 
vember he joined the newly-formed 2d Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, as eenior major, and helped very much to 
speedily bringing that regiment {nto tate of per 
fect ditclpline and drill, His brother, Dr. William 
H. Taggart, becamo eurgeon of the samo regiment. 
Soon after proceeding, with his corpa, on active duty 
in the tield, Major Taggart was appolated Inspector 
General of Cavalry oa Major Geacral Stahl's 
stat, and subsequently waa Assistant Adjutant 
General on Genoral Kilpatrick’s stat, After a 
long employment in those reaponelblo capacities, 
Major Taggart returned to hin regiment at General 
Meade'a headquarters, at Germantown, Va, and 
when gallantly loading bis men against th foc, at 
Bealeton Station, on the 224 October, received n 
thot an his knee. He remained an hour in the ead 
dle after thin, but was compelled to give in. Ampur 
tation followed, and ho died on the 24th, from the 
nervous shock. He hed been engaged in eixteen baltles, 
and eafely got through all but the last, He was fol- 
lowed to the Frave; is Daurel Hill Cemetery, by the 
Firat City Troop, and by his fellow-Marons of the 
Industry Lodge, who mourned n gallant comrade 
and a noble-besrted man. 

Major Taggart bad co many frienda in thls city, 
that we are sure they will peruee, with pleasure, a 
letter from Brigadier Gregg, dated “ Headquarters, 
second Cavalry Division, Army of the Potomac, 
November 1, 1663,” addreseed to Uol, J. H. Pule 
aton.
